Crimes 
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Crimes were great, but that there was ſtill 2 
Room for Mercy, the moſt commendable 3 
Virtue in Princes, and for which his Ma- 4 
jeſty was ſo juſtly renown'd. He ſaid, 
the Friendſhip between you was ſo well 
known, that he might be thought partial; 
however, in Obedience to his Majeſty's 
Command, he would offer his Sentiments : 
That if his Majeſty, from his Merciful Diſ- 
poſition, would ſpare your Life, in Con- 
ſideration of paſt Services, and only order 
our Eyes to be put out, that, in his 
bu mble Opinion, Juſtice would be ſa- 
tisfy'd in ſome meaſure, and Mankind 
would extol the Lenity of his Majeſty, 
and the generous Proceedings of his Coun- 
ſellors. That you might be uſeful to his 
Majeſty by your Strength, after.the Loſs 
of your Eyes. That Blindneſs is an Ad- 
dition to Courage, by concealing Danger 
from us. That in the Enterprize againſt 
the Enemy's Fleet, the Fear of your Eyes 
was the greateſt Difficulty, and that if 
you ſaw by the Eyes of the Miniſters it 
was ſuſſicient, fince the greateſt Princes doo 
no more. This Propoſal was rejected bỹʒxe 
the whole Board. The Admiral roſe in 
a Paſſion, and ſaid, He wondered how the 
Secretary durſt give his Opinion for ſaving 
the Life of a 'Traytor, whoſe very Ser- 
) ͤ vices 
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vices were Aggravations of his Crimes; 
urging, that you who are able to extin- 
guiſh ſuch Fires by Diſcharge of Urine, 
might raiſe an Inundation, and drown the 
whole Palace ; and that the ſame Strength, 
which enabled you to bring the Enemy's 
Fleet, might GE: upon the leaſt Diſcon- 
ent, to carry it back. That he had Rea- 
ſons to think you was a Big-Endian in your 
Heart; and, as Treaſon begins in the 
Heart, before it appears in Overt Acts; 
ſo he accuſed you as a'Traytor, and there- 
fore inſiſted you ſhould be put to Death. 
The Treaſurer, who was of the ſame Opi- 
nion, ſet forth the Streights his Majeſty's 
Revenue was reduced to by the Charge 
of maintaining you; 'That the Secretary's 
Expedient of putting out your Eyes, ſo 
far from being a Remedy, would increaſe 
that Evil; as is manifeſt from that Practice 
of blinding Fowl that they may feed faſter, 
and be the ſooner fat: That his Majeſty 
and Council, who are your Judges, being 
fully convinc'd of your Guilt, was ſut- 
ficient to condemn you without formal 
Froofs. But his Majeſty, determin'd againſt 
Capital Puniſhment, was pleas'd to ſay, 
that fince the Loſs of your Eyes was 
thought too eaſy, ſome other might 
be inflicted hereafter. Your * the 
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Secretary humbly defiring to be heard 

again, anſwer d to what the Treaſurer had 

ſaid concerning the great Charge his 
Majeſty was at in maintaining you, by 
telling him, as he had the ſole Diſpoſal 
of the Emperor's Revenue, he might 
gradually leſſen your Eſtabliſhment ; by 
which means, for want of Food, you 
would decay in few Months, and that the 
Stench of your Carcaſs then would not be 
ſo dangerous: That your Fleſh might be 
cut from the Bones, and Five or Six 
Thouſand Men take it away in two or 
three Days, leaving the Skeleton as a Mo- 
nument of Admiration to Poſterity. Thus 
the Affair was com-promiſed, by your 
Friend the Secretary.

Twenty of his Majeſty's Sur- 
geons will attend to ſee the Operation well 
perform'd, which will be by ſharp Arrows 
diſcharg'd into the Balls of your Eyes 
as you lie down. Take what Meaſures 
your Prudence directs; and, to avoid Su- 
picion, I muſt return immediately as pri- 
vately as I came. He did fo, and left 
me alone under many Doubts and Per- 
plexities of Mind. It was a Cuſtom in- 
troduc'd by this Prince and Miniſtry 
(different from the Practices of former 

Times) that after the Decree of any cruel} 
Execution, to gratify the Monarch's Re- 
fentment, or the Malice of a Favourite, 
the Emperor made a Speech to his Court, 
expreſſing his Lenity and Tenderneſs con- 
feſsd by all the World. This Speech 
was immediately publiſh'd through the 
Kingdom. The more theſe Encomiums 
were enlarged, or inſiſted on, the People 
obſerv'd; the more inhuman was the Pu- 
niſnment, and the Perſon more innocent. 

As to my ſelf, I was ſo little a Courtier 
that I could not diſcover the- Lenity of 

the Sentence, but thought it rather rigo- 

rous than gentle: I ſometimes thought 
of ſtanding my Trial; for, though I could 
not deny the Facts, I hoped they woo

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admit of ſome Extenuation. But having 
obſervd, in many State Trials, that 
they always terminated as the Judge di- 
rected, I would not rely on ſo dange- 
rous a Deciſion againſt ſuch powerful: 
Enemies. Once I was bent upon Re- 08 AF 
ſiſtance, knowing I could eaſily ſubdue 
the whole Empire, and deſtroy- the Me-- 
tropolis with Stones; but remembring the 
Oath I had made to the Emperor, and 
the Title of Nardac, which he had ho 
nour'd me with, I rejected that Project. 
with Horror. At laſt, I fixed upon a 
Reſolution, for which I may probably 
incur ſome Cenſure, and not unjuſtly ;\ 
for, I confeſs, I owe the preferving my 
Eyes and Liberty to my own Raſlineſs,, 4 
becauſe had I known then the Nature 
of Princes and Miniſters, .

J ſeized a large Man of War, and faſt- 
ning a Cable to the Prow, I ſtripp'd, and 
put my Cloaths and Coverlet (which 1 
brought under my Arm) into the Veſſel, 
and drawing it after me, got ſafe to the 
Royal Port of Blefuſcu, where they expected 
me. I had two Guides to the Capital City.

I had Anſwer, That in an Hour, his 
Majeſty, attended by the Royal Family, 
was coming to receive me.

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fuſcu told me all that had paſs'd, offer- 
ing his gracious Protection 4 with the 
ſtricteſt Confidence) if I would ſtay in 
his Service. I thank'd him, and begg'd 
to be excus d; reſolving never more to 
place any Confidence in Princes and Mi- 
niſters, when I could avoid it. I told 
him, that ſince Fortune, whether good 
or bad, had thrown this Veſſel in my 
Way, I reſolv'd to venture on the Ocean, 
rather than be the Occaſion of Difference 
between Two ſuch mighty Monarchs. I 
| diſcover'd afterwards that he was v 
glad of my Reſolution, and ſo were moſt 
of his Miniſters. Upon theſe Conſide- 
rations, I haſten'd my Departure, to 
which the Court, impatient to have me 
gone, readily contributed. Five Hun- 
dred Workmen were employ'd to make 
me Sails; Cables and Ropes I made my- 
ſelf, by twiſting Twenty or Thirty of 
the ſtrongeſt of theirs together; a large 
Stone I found on the Sea Shore, ſervd 
me for an Anchor; I had the Tallow _ 
of Three Hundred Cows to greaſe my 
Boat ; and was at incredible Pains in 
cutting down the largeſt Trees for Oars 
and Maſts, wherein I was aſſiſted by his

Month, I ſent to receive his Majeſty's 
Commands, and take Leave. The Em- 
peror, with his Family, came out of the 
Palace, and graciouſly gave me his Hand 
to kiſs, as I lay down; ſo did the Em- 
preſs, and the Princes of. the Blood, 
His Majeſty made me a Preſent of Fifty 
* Purſes, of TwWO Hundred Sprugs each, 
with his Picture at Length, which I put 
Into my Glove to preſerve it. 'The Cere- 
monies at parting are too many to trouble 
the Reader with. I took Proviſion, con- 
fiſting of an Hundred Oxen, and Three 
Hundred Sheep, with Bread and Drink 
proportionable, and as much: Meat as 
Four Hundred Cooks. could. provide. I 
took Six Cows and Two Bulls alive, in- 
rending to propagate the Breed, and had 
Hay and Corn to feed them. I would 
have taken ſome of the Natives, but his 
Majeſty had engag'd my Honour not to 
carry away any of his Subjects, altho' 
With their own Confent; All Things be- 
ing prepar d, I ſet fail on the 24th of 
September, 1701; and being about Four 
Leagues to the Northward, the Wind 
at South-Eaſt, I deſcry'd a ſmall Iſland 
about Half a League to the North-Weſt. 
IT caſt Anchor on the left Side of the 
Hand, which. ſeem'd. uninhabited ; Fa 
nh - ome 
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ſome Refreſhment, and went to reſt, I _ 
flept well, till within Two Hours of Day- 
break ; I eat my Breakfaſt before Sun- 
riſe; and the Wind being fair, I hea- 
ved Anchor, and ſteer d my Courſe the 
fame as the. Day before, wherein I was 
directed by a Pocket Compaſs. My In- 
tention was to reach one of thoſe Iſlands, 


which I had Reaſon to believe lay North- 


Eaſt of Van Diemen's Land. I diſcover d 
nothing that Day, but the next in the 
Afternoon, being about Twenty Four 
Leagues from Blefuſcu, by. Computation, 
I deſcryd a Sai}, fteering to the South- 
Eaſt: My Courſe was due Eaſt I haild 
her, but had no Anſwer ; the Wind flack- 
ning, I gain'd upon her, and in Half 
an Hour ſhe eſpy'd me, and hung out 


her Ancient, and diſcharg'd a Gun. My 


Joy was inexpreſſible, at the Hopes I 
had of ſeeing my native Country, but 
more when I perceiv'd ſhe had Engliſu 
Colours. I put my Cows and Sheep into 
my Pockets, and got on Board with my 
ſmall Cargo of Proviſions. It was an 
Engliſh Veſſel returning from Japan by 
the North and South Seas, the Captain 
Mr. John Biddel, of Deptford, à civil 
Man, and a good Sailor. We were in 
32? South Latitude, and here I met with 
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66 A Voract 
an old Comrade, Peter Williams, who 
gave me a good Character to the Cap- 
tain. He usd me kindly, and deſired 
to know whence I came, and whither I 
was bound. I told him in few Words, 
but he thought me diſtracted, till I pro- 
duc'd the ſmall Cattle, which convinc'd 
him of my Veracity : I ſhew'd him the 
- Money given me by the Emperor of 
Elefuſcu, with his Majeſty's Picture: I 
gave Two Purſes, of Two Hundred Sprugs 
cach, and promisd him a Cow, and 
Sheep, big with Young, when we came 
to England. I ſhall not trouble the Rea- 
der with the Particulars of this Voyage, 
which was proſperous for the moſt Part. 
We arriv'd in the Downs the '13th of 
April, 102. I had only one Misfor- 
tune, that the Rats run away with one 
of my Sheep, which I found in a Hole, 
the Fleſh pick'd from the Bones. The 
reſt of my Cattle I got ſafe on Shore, 
which fed bear upon the Graſs in Green- 
wich Bowling-Green. I could not have 
preſerv'd them ſo long a Voyage, had 
not the Captain allow'd me ſome fine 
Bisket, which I mix'd with Water for 
their conſtant Food. I made a confi- 
derable Profit of them, the ſhort Time 
I ſtayd in England, by ſhewing them 
3 
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to Perſons of Quality, and. fold them 
at laſt for Six Hundred Pounds. 'The 
Breed is much encreas'd, eſpecially the 
Sheep, which, I hope, will prove advan- 
tageous to the Woollen Manufactory, from 
the Fineneſs of the Fleece. I ſtay d but 
Two Months with my Wife and Family; 
my inſatiable Deſire of ſeeing foreign 
Countries would not ſuffer me to continue 
longer. I left Fifteen Hundred Pounds 
with my Wife, and fix d her in a Houſe at 
Redriff; the Remainder I carry'd with 
me, to improve it. I had, beſides this, 
an Eſtate of Thirty Pounds a Year left me 
by my Uncle, and a Leaſe of the Black- 
Bull in Fetter-Lane ; ſo that my Family 
was provided for. My Boy and Girl were 
both at School, but I rook my Leave of 
hem and my Wife, and went on Board the 
Adventure, a Merchant Man, bound to 
Surat, Captain John Nicholas, of Liverpool, 
Commander. But ſhall refer my Account 
of this Voyage to the Second Part of my 
Travels.

He called his Hinds about him, and 
asked them (as I was afterward told) 
Whether they had ever ſeen in the Fields 
a ſmall Creature that reſembled me? He 
then placed me gently on the Ground 
upon all Four, but I immediately got up 
and. walked flowly about, to ſhew I had 
no Intent of running away: They all fit 
round me the better to obſerve my Acti- 
ons. I pulled off my Hat to the Farmer, 
and bowed: I fell on my Knees, and

| I or Lead with that Violence, that no- 


Braſs or tron, in throwing: a Ball of 
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the Ingredients very well, which were 
cheap and common, and underſtood the 
Manner of compounding .them, and could 
direct his Workmen how to make thoſe 
Tubes of a Size, proportion'd to all 
other Things in his Majeſty's Domini- 
ons; Twenty or Thirty whereof would 
batter down the ſtrongeſt Walls in his 
Majeſty's Dominions. This I offer d as 
an Acknowledgment in Return of ſo 
many Marks of Favour and Protection re- 
ceived from his Majeſty. The King was 
ſtruck with Horror at the Deſcription and 
Propoſal, and was amazed that ſo grove- 
ling an Inſect as I (theſe were his Ex- 
pions could entertain ſuch. inhuman 
as, and ſeem unconcerned at the 
Thoughts of ſo much Blood and Defo- 
lation; and that it muſt be ſome Enemy, 
to Mankind who was the firſt Contriver - 
of thoſe Machines; and that, as to his own 
Part, he would fooner loſe half his King- 
dom, than be privy to a ſuch Secret which 
he commanded me, as I valued my Life, 
never to: mention. any more. . A Strange 
Effect of narrow Principles and ſhort i 
Views! that a Prince P efled of io ma"; .

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Scruple, whereof in Europe we have no 
Conception, let ſlip an Opportunity of 
making himſelf Maſter of the Lives, Li- 
berties, and Fortunes of his People. Nei- 
ther do I ſay this with the leaſt Intention 
to detract from the many Virtnes of {6 
excellent a King; but take it as a Defect 
among them from their Ignorance in Po- 
liticks: For I remember, in a Diſcourſe 
1 had with the King, when I happened 
to mention ſeveral 'Thowfand Books among 
us written upon the Art of Government, 
it gave him a mean Opinion of our Un- 
derſtandings. He profeſſed both to abo- 


minate and deſpiſe all Myſtery, Refine - 


meant by 3 State; that the Know- 


make two Ears of Corn grow where only 
one grew before, would deſerve better 
of Mankind, and do more Service to his 
Country, than the whole Race of Politici- 
ans together. The Learning of this People 
is very defective, conſiſting only in Mora- 
lity, Hiſtory, Poetry, and Mathematicks, 
2 wherein they muſt be allow'd to excel: 
But the laſt of theſe is wholly applied 
to what may be uſcful in Life; ſo that

overning being founded upon 
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among us it would be little eſteem'd ; 
and as to Metaphyſicks, I could never 
make them in the leaſt conceive. No 
Law of that Country muſt exceed in 


Words, the Number of Letters in their 
Alphabet, which conſiſts only of | Two 


and Twenty. They are written in tlie 
moſt eaſy Terms, wherein thoſe People 
cannot diſcover above one Interpretation, 
and it is a Capital Crime to comment 
upon any Law. They have had the 
Art of Printing, as well as the Chineſe, 


Time out of Mind; but their Libra» - 


ries are not very large: The King's, 
which is the biggeſt, has a Thouſand 


Volumes, placed in a Gallery Twelve 3 
Hundred Foot long. As I had the Li- 
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berty of borrowing what Books I pleaſed, - i: 


the Queen's Joyner contriv'd. me a Ma- 


chine, like a moveable Pair of Stairs, by 


mounting and deſcending of which, E 5 


made ſhift to read ſome of the largeſt 


Folio's. Their Stile is Clear, Maſculine, 


and Smooth, but not Florid, for they 


avoid multiplying unneceſſary Words, or 


uſing various. Expreſſions, I have pe- 
ruſed ſeveral of them, and among the 


reſt, was much diverted with one which 


belongs to my Nurſe's Governeſs.

goes through the uſual Topicks of Ei-

mencies of the Air, or the Fury of 
wild Beaſts : And. added, That in thoſe 
latter Ages, the Race of Mankind was not 


to be compared to that of ancient Times, 
which was much larger; that the Truth 


of this did not only appear from Hiſtory 
and Tradition, but confirmed by huge 
Bones and Sculls caſually dug in ſeveral 
Parts of the Kingdom. He argued, That 


the 'very. Laws of Nature requir'd that 


we ſhould have been made more robuſt. 
in the Beginning, and not ſo liable to 


Deſtruction from every little Accident. 
From this Way of Reaſoning, the Author

Lorbrulgrud exerciſe in a great Field 
near the City. They were not in all 
above Twenty - Five Thouſand Foot, 
and Six Thouſand Horſe. A Cavalier, 


mounted on a large Steed, gave the Word 

of Command, upon which they drew 
their Swords, and brandiſh'd them in the 
Air. Imagination can figure nothing ſo 
grand or {urprizing : It look'd as if Ten 
Thouſand Flaſhes of Lightning were darts 
ing at the ſame Time from every Quarter

„ Had always a ſtrong Impulſe 
that I ſhould one Day recover 
my Liberty, but by what Means 
or ho to contrive it, was im- 
poſſible. The Ship in which I failed was 

the firſt ever driven within Sight of that 
Coaſt, and the King had given Orders if 
another appear d, it ſhould be brought to 
the Metropolis, with all its Crew. He 
was ſtrongly bent to get me a Woman 

of my own Size, by whom I might pro- 
pagate the Breed: But, I think, I ſhould

Sea - ſide. Clumdalilitch and I were much 
 _  Fatigu'd, but the Poor Girl was oblig d 
to keep her Chamber. I pretended to be 
Vorſe than I was, from an Inclination I

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be the Scene of my Eſcape, happen when 
it would; and deſired leave to take the 
Air of the Sea, with a Page who had 
ſometimes been entruſted with me. Glum- 
dalclitch parted from me, as if what was 
to happen had been foretold. 'The Boy 


took me in my Box to the Sea-ſhore, 
where I order'd him to ſet it down, and 
lifting up one of 'my Saſhes, caſt many 
a2 wiſhful melancholy Eye to the Sea. I 


told the Boy I was not very well, and 
would therefore try to take a Nap in my 
Hammock. I ſoon fell aſleep, and the

happen, went to look for Birds Eggs in 
the Clefts of the Rocks ; this I conjecture, 


having ſeen him, from my Window, pick 
up one or two before. I found my elf 


awak'd on a ſudden, by a violent Pull 


upon the Ring faſtned to the Top of the 
Box, which had almoſt toſs'd me out of 
my Hammock, I perceivd my Box 


| raisd into the Air, and moving with an 


eaſy though a ſwift Motion. I called 
out ſeveral times, but to no purpoſe: 1 
look'd towards my Windows, but could 
ſee nothing but Sky and Clouds. I heard 
a Noiſe like the flapping of Wings over 
my Head, which made me certain that 


Box | 
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Box in his Beak, and would let it fall 

upon a Rock, like a Tortoiſe, and pick 
out my Body to devour it. In a little 
time the Noiſe and Flutter of Wings en- 
_ creaſed, and I found my ſelf toſſed up 
and down, till on a ſudden I fell per- 
pendicularly down for the Space of a Mi- 
nute, with that incredible Velocity, that 
I almoſt loſt my Breath. My Fall was 
ſtopp'd by a terrible Squaſh, which ſound- 
ed louder to me than the Cataract of 
Niagara ; after which, I was in the Dark 
for another Minute, and then could ſee 
Light through the Tops of my Windows. 
IT perceived now that I was fallen into 
the Sea, and that my Box floated Five 
Foot deep in Water. 'The Plates of 
Tron, faſtened to the Bottom of it, pre- 
ſerved it from breaking on the Surface 
of the Water. Every Joint was well 
grooved, and the Door moving up and 
down, like a Saſh, was ſo tight, that 
very little Water came in.

ſervd my Windows but the Iron Wire, 
which was placed on the Outſide to pre- 
vent Accidents in Travelling. I was four 


Hours, thus expecting every Moment 


would be my laſt. The Reader, in a 


former Deſcription of this Box, may re- 
member there were two ſtrong Staples 
fixed to the Side which had no Window, 
into which a Servant put a Leathern 


Belt, and buckled it about his Waiſt 


when he carried me on Horſeback; 1 : 


heard a Noiſe on that Side, and began to 
fancy my Box pulled, or towed, along in 


the Sea: This gave me ſome faint Hopes, 
and I ventur'd to unſcrew one of my 
Chairs, which was faſtened to the 
Floor, by which means I got up to the 


Hole at the 'Top, and called out for hn. 


in every Language I underſtood ; 


faſtening my Handkerchief to a Stick, 1 
thruſt it through the Hole, and waved 


it in the Air, that if any Ship or Boat 
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I found no Effect from what I had done, 
but, in about the Space of an Hour, that 
Part of the Box where the Staples. were 
fix d, ſtruck againſt ſomething that was 


hard, which I apprehended to be a Rock: 
At Length I heard a Noiſe, at the Top 


of my Cloſet, like the grating of a Cable 
paſſing through the Ring, and found my 
ſelf hoiſted up, whereupon I thruſt up 
my Stick and Handkerchief, calling for 
Help, till I was almoſt hoarſe ; in Return 
to which I heard a great Shout, which 


gave me inexpreſſible Joy. I now heard 


a trampling over my Head, and ſome- 
bedy calling, through the Hole, in the

doe, let them ſpeak. I anſwered, I 
= _ was an Engliſhman, drawn by ill Fortune 
= into the preateſt Calamity ever Mortal 
F ' underwent, and deſired to be deliver d 


cut of the Dungeon I was in, 'The Voice 


25 replied, 1 Was ſafe, and that the Car- 


penter ſhould ſaw a Hole in the Cover 
large enough to take me out. I, not 
thinking I had got among People of my 


_ own Stature and Strength, anſwer d, That 
one of them might put his Finger in the 
Ring, and take the Box out of the Sea, 


and & into the Captain's Cabbin. Some 
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of them hearing me talk ſo wildly, thought 
I was mad, and others laughed. The 
Carpenter ſoon came and made a+ Hole, 
through which I was taken into the Ship, 
in a very weak Condition. The Sailors 
amaz d, ask d me a Thouſand Queſtions, 
and I was equally confounded at the Sight 
of ſa many Pigmies, for ſo they appear d 
to me after the monſtrous Objects I had 
ſo lately ſeen: Bur the Captain, Mr. Th- 
mas Wilcox, an honeſt Shropſhire-Man,. 
obſerving Þ was ready to faint, . took me 
into his Cloſer, and gave me a Cordial to 
comfort me, arid adviſed» me to take a 
little Reſt upon it. Before I went to ſleep, 
I told him the Furniture of my Box was 
too good to be loſt, and if. he would let 

one of the Crew bring it into his Cabbin, 

IT would ſhew him the Goods. The Cap- 

tain thought I was raving by my Dif- 
courſe ; however, to pacify me, he pro- 

mis'd it ſhould be done, and, going upon 
Deck, order'd ſome of the Men to go 
down into my Cloſet, which they ſtript, 
but not without Damage to the Bedſted, 
Chairs, and Cabinet, which were ſcrew'd' 
to the Floor, and let the Hulk fink into 
the Sea. I am glad I was not a Spectator 
ef the Havock they made, being confi- 
5 ane; 
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dent it would have brought ſome Paſſages 
to my Mind, which I was willing to for- 
get. I ſlept ſome Hours, and found my 
ſelf much refreſhed when I awaked. The 
Captain thinking I had faſted too long, 
 order'd Supper, and entertain d me very 
| kindly. When we were alone, he de- 
ſir'd a Relation of my Travels, and by 

what Accident I came adrift in that mon- 

ſtrous wooden Cheſt. He ſaid, when he 
firſt ſpied it, he thought it a Sail, which 
He had a Mind to make, in hopes of buy- 
ing ſome Biſcuit, his own beginning to 
fall ſhort : That coming nearer, he found 
His Error, and order'd his Long-boat out 
to diſcover what I was, and his Men 
came back in a Fright, ſwearing they had 


ſieen a ſwimming Houſe. He laughed at 


them, and went into the Boat himſelf, 
ordering his Men to take ſome Cables 
wich them. That rowing round me he 
diſcover'd the two Staples, and order'd 
his Men to faſten a Cable to one of 
them, and tow my Cheſt (as he called it) 
to the Ship. When it was there, he or- 
.der'd them to raiſe it up with Pullies, 
which all the Sailors were not able to do 
above two er three Foot. Ty 
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He faid they ſaw my Stick and Hand- 
kerchief, and concluded ſome unhappy 
Man muſt be ſhut up in that Cavity. I 
how wb whether any of his Crew had 
obſerved any prodigious Birds in the Air, 
about the Time they diſcovered me? He 
told me, one of his Men faid he had ſeen 
Three Eagles, flying towards the North, 
but were ſo high, that they did not ſeem 
extraordinary large. I then asked the 
Captain, How far he reckoned we might 
be from Land? He ſaid, by the beſt 
Computation he could make, we were, at 
leaſt, a Hundred Leagues. I aſſured 
him, he was miſtaken, for I had not left 
the Country I came from above Two 
Hours, before I dropp'd into the Sea. 
He again thought me diſtracted, and ad- 
viſed me to go to reſt. I aſſured him, 
T1 was as much in my Senſes, as ever I was 
in my Life; upon which, he ſeriouſly 
asked me, Whether my being expoſed in 
that Cheſt, was not deſigned as a Puniſh- 

ment for ſome Crime I had committed ? 
for although he ſhould be ſorry to have 
taken ſhch a Man into his Ship, he pro- 
miſed to ſet me ſafe on Shore at the firſt 
Port. He added, his Suſpicions were in- 
creaſed by my abſurd, Speeches to the 
Sailors, as well as by my Looks and Be- 
.- - __ haviour 
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haviour at Supper. 1 begg'd his Patience 
to hear my Story, which I related faith- 
fully, from the Moment I left England, to 
his firſt diſcovering me ; and as 'Truth 
ſoon prevails on rational Minds, he was 
ſoon convinc'd of my Candour and Ve- 
| racity ; but to confirm what I ſaid, I 
opened my Cabinet, and ſhew'd him ſome 
Rarities I had collected in the- Country 
From whence I came. 'There was the 
Comb, which I had made of the Stumps 
of the King's Beard, and another of the 
fame Materials, but fixed into the Parings 
of her Majeſty's Thumb-Nail, which fery- 
ed for the Back. A Collection of Pins 
and Needles, from a Foot to half a Yard 
| long; Four Waſps Stings, like Joyners 
Tacks; ſome Combings of the Queen's

Wt took off her little Finger, and put it over 
my Head, like a Collar. I offer d to 
make him a Preſent of the Ring, but he 
abſolutely refuſed it. I ſhew'd him a 
Corn I cut from a Maid of Honour's-'Toe, 
as big as a Kentiſh Pippin, which I after- 
_ wards made into a Cup, and ſet in Silver. 
I could perſuade him to accept of nothing 
among my Curioſities, but a- Footman's 
| _ Tooth, which he received with abundance 
of Thanks. It was drawn by an W 
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ful Surgeon from one of my Nurſe's Foot- 
men, but was as ſound as any in his Head. 
This I kept as a Rarity, it being about a 
Foot long, and Four Inches in diameter. 
The Captain was very well ſatisfied with 
this plain Relation, and ſaid, he hop'd I 
would oblige the World with it, by mak- 
ing it Publick. I anſwered him, That I 
thought there was too great a Number of 
Books on Travels; that nothing paſſed 
but what was extraordinary, wherein I 
doubted, ſome Authors leis conſulted 
Truth, than the Intereſt or Diverſion of 
ignorant Readers. That my Hiſtory 
could contain nothing more than common 
Events, except the ſtrange Products of 
the Country, and Cuſtoms of the People, 
with which moſt Writers abound. Hows-- 


even, I thanked him for his good Opinion 
and promiſed to think of his Propoſal. © I 
Obſerving that I ſpoke very loud, he ask- { 


ed me, Whether the King and Queen f 
that Country were thick of Hearing? 1 
told him, The Height of the People, a- 


mong whom I had been for above 'Two 
Years paſt, occaſion'd my ſpeaking ſo 


loud; and that I admired as much at the 
Voices of him and his Men, who ſeemed 
to me only to whiſper, and yet I could 
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I likewiſe obſerv d, when 1 firſt entered 
the Ship, his Sailors appeared to me the 
moſt minute, contemptible Creatures, I 
had ever beheld ; for indeed, while 1 
was in that Prince's Country, I could not 


endure to look in a Glaſs, becauſe the 


Compariſon between the Inhabitants and 
my felf, gave me a deſpicable Conceit of 
my Stature. The Captain ſaid, he ob- 


ſerv'd, that while we were at Supper, 1 


ſeem'd amazed at every thing, and could 
hardly forbear Laughter, which he knew 
not well how to take, but imputed it to 
ſome Diſorder in my Brain. I anſwered 
it was very true, and that well J might, 
when his Diſhes ſeemed to me of the Size 


of a Silver Three-pence, a Leg of Pork, 
but a Mouthful, and a Cup not ſo big 


as a Nut-ſhell ; and ſo I went on deſcrib- 
ing the reſt of his Houſhold-Stuff, and 
Proviſions after the ſame Manner. For 
although the Queen had furniſhed me 


with a little Equipage of all Things ne- 


ceſſary, my Ideas were wholly employ d 
in what I ſaw about me, and I winked 
at my own Littleneſs,.as People do at their 
ownFaults. The Captain underſtanding my 
Raillery, reply'd, with the old Engliſb Pro- 
verb, That he doubted my Eyes were big- 
ger than my Belly; for he did not obſerve 
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my Stomach extraordinary, though 1 had 
faſted all Day. And continuing his Mirth, 
vow'd, he would have given an Hundred 
Pounds to have ſeen my Cloſet in the 
Eagle's Beak, and its Fall into the Sea, 
which would have been an Object worthy 
of having the Deſcription of it tranſmit- 
ted to Poſterity : And the Compariſon of 


Phaeton was ſo obvious, that he could not 


forbear applying it, although I did not 
much admire the Conceir. The Captain 
having been at Tonquin, was, in his Return 
Home, driven North-Eaſtward to the 
Latitude of 44, and of Longitude 143. 
But meeting a Trade- wind, we failed South- 
ward a long Time, and coaſting New Hol- 
land, kept our- Courſe Weſt-South-Weſt, 


and then South-South-Weſt, till we doubled 


the Cape of Good Hope. We had a pro- 
ſperous Voyage, but I ſhall not trouble 
the Reader with- a Journal of it. The 
Captain called in at one or two Ports, and 
took in Proviſions and freſh Water. But 
never left the Ship, till we arriv'd in the 
Downs, which was on the zd of June, 
1706. being Nine Months after my Ef- 
cape. I offered to leave my Goods in Se- 
curity for Payment of my Freight; but 
he refuſed to take any thing. We took 
kind Leave of each other, and I _ 
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him promiſe he would come to ſee me at 
my Houſe. I took Horſe for London, and 
as I was on the Road, obſerving the Lit- 
tleneſs of the Trees, Cattle and People, 
began to think I was at Lilliput; and be- 
ing afraid of trampling on every 'Travel- 

ler I met, had like to have had my Head 

broke, for calling aloud to them to ſtand 
out of the way. When I came to my 
own Houſe, one of the Servants opening 
the Door, I ſtooped to go in (like a Gooſe 
under a Gate) for fear of ſtriking my 

Head. My Wife ran out to embrace me, 
but I ſtoop'd lower than her Knees, think- 
ing ſhe could not otherwiſe reach m 

Mouth. My Daughter kneeled to as 
Bleſſing, but I could not ſee her till ſhe 

roſe, having been uſed to Objects above 

Sxity Foot high, and look'd down upon 

every Body in the Houſe, as if they had 
been Pigmies, and Ja Giant. 1 told my 

Wife ſhe had been too thrifty, for I found 

ſhe had ſtarved. herſelf and her Daugh- 

ter. In ſhorr, I behav'd my ſelf in ſuch 

a Manner, that they concluded I had loſt 

my Senſes. This I mention as an Inſtance 

of the great Power of Habit and Preju- 

dice. In a little Time my Family and I 
came to a right Underſtanding, and my 

Wife proteſted I ſhould S0 to Sea no 
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more; but my evil Fate fo ordered it, 
that ſhe had no Power to prevent it, as 
the Reader may know hereafter. In the 


mean 'Time, I here conclude the Second

Breach of their Promiſe, to take away 5 
Life, he, notwithſtanding, moved them 
to inflict on me a ſeyerer Puniſhment, 
My Men were ſent into the Pirate Ships; 
and. as to my ſelf, it was agreed on, that 
I ſhould. be ſet a- drift in a ſmall Canoe, 
with - only four Days Proviſions, which 
the Captain was pleaſed to double, not 
permitting any Man to ſearch me. Ha- 
ving got down into the Canoe, the Dutch- 
man, being on Deck, loaded me with Im- 
pPrecations. A little before we ſaw the 
Pirates, I had obſerved that we were in 
the Latitude of 46 N. and of Longitude. 
183, and, being at ſome Diſtance from 
- them, by my Pocket-Perſpective, I diſco- 
3 ver'd ſeveral Iſlands to the South-Eaſt, : 
the neareſt: of which 1 reach'd in about z 
three Hours Sail. On this Iſland, though 
: rocky, 1 got Birds-Eggs, and kindled ſome 
=: Heath and dry Sea-Weed, to roaſt them, 
__ eating no other Supper, that I might | 
E  fpare my Proviſions; and, ftrowing ſome 
Heath under me, I ſlept pretty well un- 
deer the Shelter of a Rock. The next 
E: Day. J arrived at another Iſland, and 
EF thence failed to others, until at length 3 
= - cence the W in my View, yulpel 2 4 
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South South Eaſt of the former, though 
not in leſs than five Hours. I found, 2 
ter failing almoſt round it, a ſmal] Creek 
to land, in, and obſerved the Iſland to be 
all rocky, only that here and there were 
Tufts of Graſs and Sweet-Herbs. Ha- 
ving refreſh'd my ſelf, I ſecur'd the Re- 
mainder of my Proviſions in a Cave, and 
gathered many Eggs, with ſome Sea-Weed 
and parched Graſs, to roaſt them the next 
Day, for I was furniſhed with a Flint, 
Steel, Match, and Burning-Glaſs, to Kin. 
dle 2 Fire. 1 ſpent the Night in a Cave, 
and made my Bed with Grafs and Sea- . 
Weed, but ſlept very little; for though - 
I was weary, the Diſquiets of my Mind 


kept me awake. I reflected on the 8 
ſerable Condition was in; and think- _ 


it deſperate, I had not the Heart to riſe 
before the Day was far advanced. Walk- 
ing among the Rocks, the Sky being very 
clear, and the Sun ſo hot that I was obli= 
ged to turn my Back to it, I obſerved it 
became obſcured, though, methought, in 


a very odd and extraordinary Manner. 1 25 


perceived a vaſt dirk Body between me 
and. the Sun, that' moved gFtowaeds the 
Iſland, which appear ' d to he two Miles 
* [and 9 fs Si . _ 
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nutes; but the Air was not much cold- 
er, nor the Sky more darken'd, than if 
| I had been under the Shade of a Moun- 
tain. Approaching nearer to me, it ſeem- 
ed to be a ſolid Subſtance, the Bottom 
flat, ſmooth, and very bright, from the 
Reflexion of the Sea. About two hundred 
Yards from the Shore, I ſtood upon a 
Height, and ſaw this great Body deſcend- 
ing almoſt to a Parallel with me, at leſs 
than a Mile's Diſtance. By my Pocket. 
Glaſs, I plainly diſcovered many People 
moving on the Sid s of it; but, what 
they were doing, I could not diſcern. The 
Love of Life gave me ſome Motions of 
Joy, and I was inclined to hope, that this 
Adventure might help to deliver me from 
my deſolate Condition: But, at the ſame 
Time, I was ir.conceivably aſtoniſh'd to 
view an Iſland in the Air, inhabited by * 
Men, who could (as it ſeemed) make it riſe 
or fall, or put it in progreſſive Motion, at 
their Pleaſure. Being then not diſpoſed to 
_ examine into the Nature of this Phenomenon, 
| I choſe to obſerve which Way it would 
move, for it ſeem'd for a while to ſtand 
ill. When it advanced nearer, I beheld 
its Sides, ſurrounded with Gradations of 
Galleries and Stairs, at certain Intervals, 


deſcending from one to the other. In the, 
loweſt of theſe I ſaw People fiſhing, and 
others look ing on. Waving my Cap and 
Handkerchief towards the liland, and, 
upon its nearer Approach, calling to them 
as loudly as I could ; I obſerved a Croud 
gather to that Side which faced me, aud 
found, by their Behaviour, that they ſuw 
me, though they made no Anſwer to 
my Shouting ; for four or five Men rar 
haſtily up to the Top of the Iiland, to

_ theſe Bladders, which at firſt, I thought 
to be an unaccountable practice: But | 
don learned, that their Minds are ſo in- 
tenſely fixed on ſpeculative Subjects, that 
they can neither ſpeak themſelves, nor 
hear others, unleſs rouzed by an outward 
Touch on the Mouth and Ears. On this 
Account, they uſually keep a Flapper in 
their Families (in the Original Climenole) 
whoſe Office it is, in Company, gently to 
 _ þF#rike the Mouth of the Speaker, and 
right Ear of the Hearer; and attend his 
Maſter alſo in his Walks, now and then 
flapp PPinS | him on the Eyes, leſt, being 
wrappid in Thought, he ſhould fall down

Fi- 


gures. LI at this Time preſumed to ask 
the Names of many. Things in their Lan-

Lift. 
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Liſt of many Words in Writing, pla- 
cing the Tranſlations in Columns over 
againſt them, and, by the Care of my 
Tutor, I learn'd ſeveral ſhort Sentences, 
which I alſo writ down. The Figures. 
of the Sun, Moon, and Stars, the Zodiack, 
Fropicks, and Polar Circles, with thoſe of 
many Planes and Salids, were likewiſe 


ſhewn me; and he taught me the Names 


of all the muſical Inſtruments, deſeribing 


the general Terms of Art, by playing 


on each of them. Upon his leaving me, 
I rang'd' all my Words and their Inter- 
pretations alphabetically; and thus, hav- 
ing a good Memory, I ſoon became ac- 
quainted with their Language. Lauta, 
which I have tranſlated the Flying or 


Floating Iſland, is a Word, whereof I could 


not learn the genuine Etymology : They. 
ſay that Laputa is a Corruption of La- 


puntub, which is derived from Lap, in the 


ancient obſolete Language, ſignifying _ 
High, and Untah a Governor -- But, this 

Derivation ſeeming to be ſtrain'd, I rather- 
think that Laputa was quaſi Lap, outed, Lap 
ſignifying ſtrictly the. Dancing of the 
Sun-Beams in the Ocean, and ozted a 


Wing; and this Conjecture I ventured. to 


propoſe to the Learned among them. My.

ferent, a Taylor was ſent for to take my 
Meaſure for a new Suit, who did his Of- 
ice in a different Manner from the Tay- 
lors in Exrope- He took my Height by a 
Quadrant, and deſcribed the Dimenſions 
ot my Body with a Rule and Compailes ; 
but, notwithſtanding, by miſtaking a Fi- 
gure in the Calculatior, my Cloths were 
_ wretchedly made, which is an Accident 
too frequent here to be much regarded. 
Being .. confined . to my Chamber ſome 
Days for want of Cloths, and by an In- 
diſpoſition, I made my Dictionary much 
larger; and, when I next waited on the 
King, under ſtood many of his Words, 
and, after a Sort, returned him Anſwers. 
His Majeſty having given Orders that 
the Ifland ſhould move North-Eaſt and

the Metropolis of his Dominions below up- 
on the firm Earth, which was about ninety 
Leagues diſtant; we reached it in four 
Hays and an half, tho? I was altogether 
inſenſible of the progreſſive Motion made 
in the Air by the Iſland. On the ſecond 
Morning, the King himſelf, and the whole 
- Court, having prepared all their muſical 
Inſtruments, played on them for three 


Hours together, and quite ſtunned me 


with their Noiſe. My Tutor, finding that 
z SS ; to an = 
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I was ignorant of the Meaning of this 
Performance, told me, that the People of 
this Ifland had their Ears, adapted to 
hear the Muſick of the' Spheres, which 
always played at certam Times; and that 


the Court was now ready to bear their 


Part in whatever Inſtrument they moſt 
excelled. In our Voyage towards Lagado, 
by the King's Order, the Iſland ftopp'd 
over ſeveral Towns and Villages, that 
from thence he might receive the Peti- 


tions of his Subjects. To this Purpoſe, 


packthreads were let down by ſmall. 
Weights at the Bottom, on which the 
People ſtrung their Petitions, and fo they 
mounted. up into the Air, like the Scraps 
of Paper faſtened. by School-Boys at the 
End of the String that holds their Kite; 


and Wine and Victuals, from below, were 


ſometimes drawn up by Pullies. 
My mathematical Knowledge was of 


great Uſe to me, in acquiring their Phra- _ 
ſeology, as well as my Skill in Muſick; 
for their Language depends very much 
upon both theſe Sciences, aud their Minds 


are perpetually employed about Lines and 
Figures. If they, ior Inſtance, praiſe the 
Beauty of a Woman, or any other Ani- 
mal, they*deſcribe it by geometrical or 
muſical Terms; and I obſerved, that the 
| | Ee Oh very 
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very i which were ſerv'd to the 
King's Table, were mathematically dif: 
ſected. Their Houſes are very ill built, 
the Walls Bevil, having not ſo much a$ 
a right Angle i in any Apartment; for as 
they deſpiſe practical Geometry as vul- 
gar and Mechanical, ſo, their Inſtruttions 
to their Work-men being too refin'fl for 
their Capacities, they commit perpe- 
tual Blunders and Miſtakes. They are 
dextrous enough, indeed, in the Manage- 
ment of the Rule, the pencil, and the 
Divider, but, in the common Actions of 
| Life, they are very awkward, and un- 
handy; and the ſloweſt and moſt per- 
plexed in their Conceptions on all Sub- 
jects, except Mathematicks and Muſick, 
of any People that I have ſeen. They 
reaſon very my © and are extreamly 
given to Contradiction, unleſs they chance 
to be in the right, which is not often 
their Caſe. They are utter Strangers to 
Wit, Fancy, and Invention; nor have 
they any Words in their Language, to 
expreſs thoſe Ideas, the foreſaid Sciences 
engroſſing the whole Compaſs of their 
Thoughts. Moſt of them, and eſpecially 
their Aſtronomers, are much devoted to 
8 judicial Aſtrology, altho” they are aſhamd 


to own it. publickly : But their ſtrong 
. | Dil- 
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a 
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Diſpoſition towards News and Politicks, 
always enquiring into publick Affairs, 1 
chiefly admired. The fame Diſpoſition 1 
have obſerv'd among the ' greateſt Part 
of the Mathematicians I have known in 
Europe, tho' there doth not ſeem to be 


the leaſt Analogy between the two Sci- 
ences; unleſs they ſuppoſe, that, becauſe 


the ſmalleſt Circle contains as many De- 
grees as the largeſt, the Government of 
the World requires no' more Abilities, 
than the handling or turning of a Globe. 
But, in my Opinion, this Quality ſprings 
from that natural Inclination in Mankind 
to be more curious and conceited in Af- 
fairs where they are leaſt concerned, and 


for which they are leaſt qualified, either 


by Art or Nature. Theſe People labour 
under continual Diſquietudes, which ariſe 
from the various Changes they dread in 
the celeſtial Bodies: e. g. that the Earth, 
by the conſtant Approaches of the Sun 


towards it, will, in Proceſs of Time, be 
abſorb'd; that the Face of the Sun muſt, 


at length, be incruſted with its own Ef- 
fluvid, and give no more Light; that 
the Earth very narrowly eſcap'd a Bruſm 


from the Tail of the laſt Comet, which 
would elſe have infallibly- conſum'd it; 


and that the next, which is to appear 


one 
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one and thirty Vears hence, will in all 
Probability deſtroy us; for it, in its Pe- 
rihelion, it ſhould approach within a 
certain Degree of the Sun (as according. 
to their Calculations they find Reaſon to 
dread) its Heat will become ten thouſand. 
Times greater than. that of red-hot glow- 
ing Iron; and, in its Aphelion, carry a 
blazing Tail ten hundred Thouſand and 
fourteen Miles in Length; ſo that if the 
Earth thould paſs within one hundred 
_ thouſand Miles of the Nucleus, or main 
Body of the Comet, it muſt, of courſe, 
be ſet on Fire, and reduced to Aſhes ; 
that the Sun daily waſting its Rays, with- 
out any Nouriſhment to ſupply them, 
will, in Time, be wholly confumed and 
annihilated ; upon which maſt follow the 
Deſtruction of this Earth, and of all the 
other Planets that borrow their Light 
from the Sun. Such Apprehenſions, as 
theſe, do ſo perpetually alarm them, 
that they can neither ſleep with Comfort, 
nor have a Taſte for the common Plea- 
ſures of Life. Upon their meeting an 
Acquaintance in the Morning, they, in 
the . firſt Place, enquite concerning the 
_ _ Sun's Health and Aſpedt, and whether 
there be any Hopes of avoiding the fa- 
tal Influence of the approaching * 
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This Kind of Converſation they enter in- 
to, with the ſame Diſpoſition that Chil- 
dren expreſs, who delight in Stories of 
Apparitions and - Hobgoblins, attend 'to 
them with Greedineſs, and yet dare not 
go to Bed for Fear. 

The Women of Laputa have a great 
Deal of Vivacity; they deſpiſe their Huſ- 
bands, and are very fend of Strangers, 
whereof many, from the Continent below, 
attend at Court, either about the Buſineſs 
of the ſeveral Towns and Corporations, 
or their own private Affairs, altho' they 
are much contemned, for the Want of the 
ſame Endowments. Out of theſe, the La- 
dies chuſe Lovers; but what's moſt vex- 
ing is, that they act with too much Eaſe 
and Safety, for, the Husband being al- 
ways rapt in Thought, if he be but fur- 
niſh'd with Paper and Inſtruments, and 
without his Hater, the Miſtreſs and her 
Gallant may proceed, even to Enjoy ment, 


before his Face. Tho? this Ifland be the 


moſt delicious Tract of Ground in the 
World, and the Wives and Daughters live 
here in the moſt magnificent and plentiful 
Manner, being allowed to do whatever 
they pleaſe; yet they look upon their 
Abode in it as a Confinement, and long 
to To the Metropolis which is not to 
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be done without a ſpecial Licenſe from 
the King; and this is not to be had with- 

out Difficulty, becauſe the Perſons of Qua- 
| lity have often found it hard to prevail 
on their Women to return from below, 
I was informed, that a great Court-Lady, 
who had ſeveral Children, being Wife 
to the prime Miniſter, the wealthieſt Sub- 
ject in the Kingdom, a very comely Per- 
_ ſon, exceedingly fond of her, and dwells 


In the fineſt Palace of the whole Ifland, 


under the Pretence of Health, went to 
. Lagado, and abſconded there ſeveral 
Months, till the King, ſending a Warrant 
to ſearch for her, ſhe was diſcovered in 
an obſcure Eating-houſe all in Rags, hav- 
mg: pawn'd her Cloths to ſupport an old 
deform'd Footman, who daily beat her, 
and in whoſe Company ſhe was appre- 
hended much againſt her Will: But, al- 
though her Husband received her with all 
imaginable Kindneſs, not in the leaſt re-

tunity of returning, with. all her Jewels, 
to the ſame Gallant, and hath not been 
heard of fince.

low, is an even regular adamantine Plate, 
about two hundred Vards high, over

Declivity of the upper Surface is the. 
natural Cauſe why all the Dews and Rains 


that fall on the Iſland, are conveyed in 
ſmall Rivulets to the Middle, where they 


are emptied into four large Baſons, each 


of which is about half a Mile in Circuit, 


and two hundred Yards from the Cet 


ter. The perpetual Exhalations of the 
Sun in the Day- time, effectually hinder 
the Overflob ing of the Water in thoſe 


Baſons; and beſides, the Prince can, at 
any Time by raiſing the Iſland above the - 


Region of Clouds and Vapours, prevent 


the falling of Dews and Rains, for the 
higheſt Clouds cannot aſcend higher than 


two Miles, according to the Naturaliſts, 


and, at leaſt, never were known to riſe 


above that Heighth in Laputa. At the 


Center of this Iſland, there is a Chaſm a- 


bout fifty Vards in Diameter, which leads 
into a large Dome, therefore called Flan- 
dona Gagnole, or the Aſtronomer's Cave, ſi- 
tuated a hundred Yaros beneath the up- 
per Surface of the Adamant. In this Cave 


are twenty Lamps always burning, which 
being reflected by the Adamant, enlight- 


ten every Part of it. This Place 15 the 
Repoſitory for a vaſt Variety of Sextants, 
Quadrants, Teleſcopes, Aftrolabes, and o- 
ther Aſtronomical Inſtruments, But the 


moſt 
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moſt 8 Curioſity, on which the 
Fate of the Iſland has a Dependance, is 


a Loadſtone of prodigious Bulk, not un- 
like a Weaver's Shuttle, being ſix Yards 


Jong, and in the thickeſt Part at leaſt three 
Yards over. It is ſuſtained by an Axle 


of Adamant paſſing through its Middle, 
and 1s poiſed ſo truly, that a very weak 
Hand can turn it ; it is alſo hooped round 
with an hollow Cylinder of Adamant, 


four Feet in Depth and Thickneſs, and 
twelve Yards' in Diameter, placed Hori- 
Zontally, and upheld by eight adamantine 
Feet, each ſix Yards high; and in the 


Middle of the concave Side there is a 


Groove twelve Inches deep, wherein the 
Extremities of the Axle are lodged, and 


turned round when there is Occaſion. 
This Magnet is immoveable, for the Hoop 


and its Feet are of a Piece with the Body 


of Adamant, which conſtitutes the Bot- 


tom of the Iſland: The- Iſland riſes and 
| ſinks, and moves from Place to Place, by 
Moons of the Loadſtone; for, as to that 


Part of the Earth over which the King 
preſides, it is endued at one Side with an 


attractive, and at the other with a repui- 
' ſive Power. If the Magnet be placed e- 
rect, with its attracting Extremity ta- 
. wards the Earth, the Iſland falls; but 


When 
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when the repelling End points downwards, 


it direckly aſcends, and if its Poſition be 
oblique, the Motion of the Iſland is ſo 
too, the Forces of the Loadſtone always 
acting in Lines parallel to its Direction. 
By this oblique Motion the Iſland is con- 
veyed to different Parts of the King's 
Dominions, but it cannot move beyond 
the Extent of them below, nor aſcend 
above the Heighth of four Miles; 
becauſe, as the Aſtronomers alledge, the 
magnetick Virtue does not extend farther 
than four Miles, and that the Mineral, 
which acts upon the Stone in the Bowels 

of the Earth, and in the Sea about ſix 
Leagues from the Shore, is confined with- 
in the Bounds of the Monarch's Domini- 
ons, and the mighty Advantage of ſuch 
a ſuperior Situation rendered it eaſy for 
a Prince, to reduce. under his Obedience 
all Countries lying within the Attracti- 


on of that Magnet. When the Stone is 


placed parallel to the Plane .of the Ho- 
riſon, the Iſland ſtandeth till, for, its 
Ends being equally diſtant from the Earth, 
acting with equal Farce, the one in pul- 
ling downwards, the other in puſhing up- 
wards, it ean have no other Motion 
at all. 8 . IT 
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- This Magnet is under the Direction 
of certain Aſtronomers, who place it in 
whatever Poſition his Majeſty pleaſes, and 
employ the greateſt Part of their Lives, 
in making Obſervations upon the heaven- 


I y Bodies, wherein they are aſſiſted by 
_ Glaſſes much better than ours. By 
means of this Advantage, they have made 
many more Diſcoveries than our European 


Aſtronomers; for their Catalogue of 
fix'd Stars contains ten Thouſand, tho? 
in the largeſt of ours we have not above 
a third Part of that Number. They 


Have alſo diſcovered two ſmaller Stars, 
or Satellites, that revolve about Mars, the 
Annermoſt of which is diſtant from the 
Primary Planet three of his Diameters, 

and the outermoſt five, the former re- 
volving in ten Hours, and the latter in 


twenty One and a half; ſo that the 
Squares of their periodical Times are very 
near proportional to the Cubes of their 
D ſtance from the Center of Mars; from 


u hich it evidently appears, that they are 
under the Influence of that Law of Gra- 
vitation, by which are governed the other 
celeſtial Bodies. It is confidently affirm- 
ed, that they have obſerved no leſs than 

nainety three Comets, and exactly ſettled 

| their feveral Periods; if this be Fact, it

is much to be wiſh'd, that their Obſerva- 
tions were publiſh'd, which might bring 
the preſent defective Theory of Comets 
to as great Perfection as any other Parts 
of Aſtronomy. e .

H O'! was not ill uſed in this 
Hand, yet I thought my elf too 
much neglected, and in ſome Mea- 
| ſure deſpiſed ; for, neither Prince nor 
People being verſed in any Branch of 
Knowledge, beſides Mathematicks and 
Muſick, I was much their inferior in 
theſe Sciences, and theretore very little 
reſpected. On the other Hand, as I had 
Jeen all the Curioſities of the Iſland, I 
was extreamly willing to leave it, being 
heartily weary of its Inhabitants; for 
the People, being rapt in abſtratt Specu- 
Jations, were very diſagreeable Compani- 
ons, and 1 had none to converſe with,

but Women, Mechanicks, Flappers, and 
Court-Pages, during two Months that I 
reſided here, which rendered me very 
contemptible; and yet from tfloſe Perſons 
alone I received reaſonable Anſwers.

met with Reſpeck, but was generally

ts called Barnibarbi, and rhe Metropolis, 
Lagado. I was ſomewhat ſatisfied to find 
my ſelf on Terra firma, and went to the 
City without any Concern, being Cloath'd 
like the Natives, ang able to converſe 
with them. Having found out the 
- Perſon's Houſe, to 'whon was recom- 
_ mended, I delivered him the Letter from 
his F riend in“ the Iſland, and he gave 
me a very kind Reception; for this Lord, 
whoſe Name was Aunodi, allowed me an 
Apartment in his dwn Houſe, where J 
remain'd, during my Stay in 32 and 


Was treated i in the moſt obliging nner. 


The 
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The next Morning, he took me in his 
Chariot to ſee the City, which is about 
half as large as London, but the Houſes 
are ſtrangely built, and the greateſt Part 
of them want to be repaired. The People 
in the Streets walk'd faſt, had a wild 
Aſpect, their Eyes being fixed, and were 
moſt ſt of them in Rags. Paſſing through 
one of the City-Gates,we went three Miles 
into the Country, where I obſerved many. 
Labourers at Work, with 1everal Sorts 
of Tools in the Ground, but could not 
gueſs what they were doing, nor did I 
lee the leaſt Hopes either of Corn or 
Graſs, tho? the Soil ſeem'd to be po 
_ lent. " Theſe odd Sights, both in Town 
and Country, fill'd me with Admiration 3 
and I made bold to defire my Con- 
ductor, that he would explain to me the 
Meaning of ſo many buſy Heads, Hands, 
and Faces, becauſe I did not find Fo 
they produced any good Effects; but, 
on the other Hand, I never ſaw a So 
ſo wretchedly cultivated, Houſes ſo ill 
contrived and ruinous, or any People, 
whoſe Looks and Habit expreſſed io 
much Want and Miſery.

In theſe Colleges the 


Profeſſors invent new Rules and Methods 


of Agriculture and Building, as alſo new 
Tools for all Trades and Manufactures, 


whereby one Man ſhall do the Work 


of Ten, and a Palace may be ſo built in 


a Week's Time, as to laſt for ever, with- 


out repairing. They undertake likewiſe, 
to contrive a Method, by which the 


Fruits of the Earth fhall ripen, when we 
pleaſe, and produce an hundred Fold

of thoſe Projects are yet brought to Ma- 
turity, and the Country all the while 


lies waſte, the Houſes are rumous, and 


the Inhabitants ſtarving and in Rags.

He aſſured me, that, 
in eight Years more, he ſhould be able 
to ſupply the Governor's Gardens with 
Sun-ſhine at a. reaſonable Rate; but in 
the mean time he complained, that his 
Stock was near exhauſted, and intreated 
me to give him ſomething, as an Encou- 
ragement to Ingenuity, and the rather, 
becauſe Cucumbers had been very dear 
this Seaſon. I made him a ſmall Preſent, 
his Lordſhip having furniſhed me with 
Money on Purpoſe, becauſe he knew that 
they beg from all that go to ſee them.

glutinous Matter, to give a Strength and 
Conſiſtence to the Threads. I ſaw an 
Aſtronomer, who propos'd to fix a Sun- 
Dial upon the Weather-cock on the 
Town-houſe, by adjuſting the annual and 
diurnal Motions of the Earth and Sun to 
the accidental Turnings of the Wind. 
Upon my complaining of a Fit of the 
Cholick, I was led into the Room of a 
Phyſician, who was famous for curing this 
Diſtemper by contrary Operations from 
the ſame Inftrument. He was furniſh'd 
with a large Pair of Bellows, that had 
A long, flender, ivory Muzzle, which he 
FTorvey'd eight Inches up the Anus; and, 
drawing in the Wind, he ſaid he could 
render the Guts as lank as a dried Blad- 
der. But if the Diſeaſe was more obſtinate 
and violent, he put in the Muzzle, while 
the Bellows were full of Wind, — 
. 5 1 5 l- 
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diſcharged into the Patient's Body, and 
then withdrew the Inſtrument to repleniſh 
it, clapping his Thumb ſtrongly againſt 
the Orifice of the Fundament; and this 
Operation being three or four times re- 
peated, the adventitious Wind, ruſhing 
out, would bring the noxious along with 
it (like Water put into a Pump) and fo 
cure the Patient. Having ſeen him try 
both' theſe Experiments on a Dog, I did 
not obſerve any Effect from the former. 
After the latter, the Animal was ready 
to burſt, making a violent Diſcharge that 
was very offenſive to us. The Dog died 
on the Spot, and we left the Doctor at- 
tempting to recover him by the ſame O- 
peration. We viſited many other Apart- 
ments, but, being ſtudious of Brevity, I 


| ſhall not enter into an Account of all th 


Curioſities I obſervꝰd in them. | 

As yet I had only ſeen one Side of the 
Academy, the other belonging to the Im- 
provers of ſpeculative Learning, whom I 
ſhall deſcribe, as ſoon as I have taken No- 
*tice of an illuſtrious Perſon, who is call'd 


among them, The univerſal Artiſt. He told 


us, he had been for thirty Years employ- 
ing his Mind, for the Benefit of Mankind. 
He had as many Curioſities as filPd two 
large Rooms, and fifty Men at Work. 
. . 
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Some were condenſing Air into a dry tans 
. Bible Subſtance, by extracting the Nitre, 
and percolating the aqueous or fluid Par- 
ticles; others ſoftening Marble for Pil- 
lows and Pincuſhions ; whilft others were 
petrifying the Hoofs of a living Horſe, to 
keep them from foundering. The Artiſt 
himſelf was now very intent upon two 
important Deſigns; the one to fow Land 
with Chaff, which, in his Opinion, con- 
tain'd the true ſeminal Virtue, as he de- 
monſtrated by ſeveral Experiments, which 
were above my Comprehenſion. The o- 
ther was, by a Compoſition of certain 
Gums, Minerals, and Vegetables, to hin- 
der the Growth of Wooll upon two young 
Lambs; and he hop'd, in Time, to pro- 
pagate the Breed of naked Sheep over 
all Parts of the Kingdom. Having croſs'd 
.a Walk to the other Side of the Academy, 
where the Projectors of ſpeculative Learn- 
ing reſide ; the firſt I ſaw was a Profel- 
ſor in a very large Room, with forty Pu- 
pils about him. After Salutation, he ob- 
ſerv'd me to take particular Notice of a 
Frame, which almoſt fill'd the Room, and 
told me that I might, perhaps, wonder at 
his Project for improving ſpeculative. 
Knowledge by practical and mechanical 


1 — but that the World would 
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ſoon be convinc'd of its Uſefulneſs; 


and he was ſo vain as to fancy, that a 


ſublimer Thought was never conceiv'd by 
any other Man. The Difficulty of attain- 
ing to Arts and Sciences, by the common 
Method, he ſaid, was notorious to all; 
whereas, by his Contrivarice, the moſt ig- 


norant, at a moderate Charge, and with 


a little bodily Labour, may write in Phi- 
loſophy, Poetry, Politicks, Law, Mathes 


maticks, and Divinity, having no Occa- 


ſion for Genius or Study. Upon this he 
led me to the Frame, about the Sides where- 
of his Scholars ſtood in Ranks, which was 


twenty Foot ſquare, plac'd in the Middle 


of the Room. The Superficies conſiſted 
of ſeveral Bits of Wood, about the Bulk 


of a Dye, tho' not all of a Size. Theſe 
were link'd together by ſlender Wires, 


and cover'd on every Square with Paper 


paſted on them, on which Papers were 


written all the Words of their Language, 


- 


tho? without any Order, in their ſeveral 


Moods, Tenſes, and Declenfions. The 
Profeſſor, juſt going to ſet his Engine at 
Work, defir*d me to obſerve it: The Pu- 


pils, by his Direction, took each of them 
hold of an Iron Handle, there being for- 
ty Handles plac'd round the Edges of the 


Frame, and, upon giving them a ſudden 
| | Turn, 
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computed the general Proportion there 


Turn, the Diſpoſition of the Words was 
entirely tranſpos' d. Six and thirty Boyz 


were appointed to read the Lines ſoftly, 
as they appeared upon the Frame; and, 
when they obſerved three or four Words 
together, that might make Part of a Sen. 


tence, they. diftated to the other four 


Lads who were Scribes. This Work was 
repeated ſeveral Times, and at every Turn 


the Machine was ſo managed, that the 
Words ſhifted into different Places, as 


the ſquare Bits of Wood mov'd upſide 


down. Six Hours a-day the Pupils were 
thus employ*d ; and the Profeſſor ſhew'd 
me a Collection of broken Sentences, in 
ſeveral Volumes in Folio, which he de- 


ſign'd to join together, and out of ſuch 
valuable Materials to give the Publick a. 


compleat Body of all Arts and Sciences; 
- which yet might be farther improv'd, 


and ſooner diſpatch'd, if a Fund were rai- 


ed to ſet up five hundred ſuch Frames in 


Lagado, and the Managers obliged to con- 
tribute, in common, what they had ſeve- 


rally collected. He told me, that this 


Invention had, from his Youth, taken up

ch We nent viſited the School of Lan- 
TY guage, where three Profeſſors fat conſult» 
s; ing, how ta improve that of their ] wr 
d, WM Country, for the doing of which two Pro- 
ai. jects were propoſed. The firſt; was to 
jhorten Diſcourſe, by contracting Poly- 
ſyllables into one, and throwing out Verbs 
and Participles, becauſe, properly ſpeak- 
| ing, all Things are but Nouns. The o- 
ther Scheme was contrived: to aboliſh all 


3 Words whatſoever; and this was argued 
nd to be no ſmall Advantage, in reſpett of 
Health as well as Brevity; for every 


WINE we > (peak * in ſome Degree,

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-corrode, and thereby diminiſh our Lungs, 
and conſequently contributes to ſhorten 
our Days. An Expedient was therefore 
offer'd, that ſince Words are no more than 
the Names of Things, it would be better 
for all Men to carry about with them ſuch 
Things as were requiſite to expreſs what 
they are to diſcourſe on. This Invention 

would certainly have prevailed, if the Wo- 
men, joined with the Vulgar and Illiterate, 
had not threatened to raiſe a Rebellion, 
if they ſhould be denied the ſame Liber. 
ty of ſpeaking with their Tongues, which 

was allow'd to their Anceſtors; ſuch ob- 
ſtinate implacable Enemies to Science are 
the common People. Many of the wiſeſt 
and moſt learned, notwithſtanding, com- 
phed with this new Scheme, which hath 

in it only one Inconvenience, thar if a 

Man's Buſineſs be very great, and of ſe- 
veral Kinds, he is obliged to carry a pro- 
portionable Burthen of Things on his Back, 
unleſs he can afford one or two ſtout 
Servants to attend him. I have often 
ſeen two of thoſe Sages ready to ſink un-

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ſift each other in reſuming their Bur- 
thens, and take their Leave. A Man 
may carry Implements in his Pockets and 
under his Arms, ſufficient to ſerve for 
ſhort Converſations, and at Home he can 
never be at a Loſs; therefore the Room, 
where Company meet that pxactiſes this 
Art, is furniſh'd with all Things neceſſary 


for this Sort of artificial Converſe. There 


was another great Advantage propos'd by 
this Expedient, that it might ſerve as 
an univerſal Language in all civiliz'd 
Nations, whoſe Utenſils are generally of 
the ſame Kind, or ſo much alike, that 
their Uſes would be eaſily underſtood ; 

by this Means alſo Ambaſſadors might 
treat with foreign Courts, tho' they were 
utter Strangers to their Tongues. When 
I was at the Mathematicat School, L 
found the Maſter taught his Scholars, afo 
ter a Method ſcarce imaginable to us Eu- 
ropeans, The Propoſition and Demonſtra- 
tion were plainly written on a thin Wa- 
fer, with Ink made of a Cephalick Tin- 
Cure, which the Pupil. was to ſwallow up- 
on a faſting Stomach;* and, for three Days 
after, lire upon nothing "but Bread and 


Water. As the Wafer digeſts, the Tinc- 


ture mounts to the Student's Brain, car- 


rying the Propoſition along with it: Burt

PS jectors, I met with but little En. 
(S68Y)} tertainment, the Profeſſors being, 
in my Opinion, entirely mad, which is 
a Scene that always makes me melan« 
choly. Theſe unhappy Men were advan- 
cing Projects for perſuading Princes ta 
chuſe none for their Favourites, but fuck 
as were furniſh'd with Wiſdom, Capacity, 

and Vertue; for inſtructing Miniſters to 
conſult the Good of the Publick; for re- 
warding Merit; and teaching Monarchs 
to ſtudy: their own Intereſt, by placing it: 
on the ſame Bottom with that of their 
Subjects, and to fix none in any Offices 
that were not qualified to diſcharge them; 
with many other extravagant Chimera's, 


that never before enter d into; the Mind 
of Man, to conceive; and eſtabliſ d the 
4.8 . old 
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old Obſervation, that there is nothing fo 

wild and irrational which ſome. Philoſo- 
Phers have not aſſerted for Truth. But 
it muſt be confeſſed, that all the Profeſ- 
ſors of this Academy were not ſo viſio- 
nary; for among them there was a very 
ingenious Doctor, who ſeem'd perfectly to 
underſtand the whole Nature and Syſtem 
of Government. This excellent Perſon 
was very uſefully employ'd in finding out 
proper Remedies for all Diſeaſes, incident 
to the various Kinds of publick Admini- 
_ Aration, whether they proceed from the 
Vices and Infirmities of the Governors 
themſelves, or from the Licentiouſneſs of 
their Subjects. For Example; ſince it is 
allowed by all Writers and Reaſoners, 
that there is a ſtrict and univerſal Re- 


- Femblance between the natural and the 


political Body; Can any Thing be more 
manifeſt, than that the Diſeaſes of both 
muſt be cured by the fame Medicines? 
It will not be denied, that Senates and 
great Councils are frequently troubled 
with redundant, ebullient, and other vi- 
cious Humours, with many Maladies of 
the Head, but more of the Heart; with 
violent Contraftions 'of the "Nerves and 
Sinews in both Hands, but eſpecially in 
the Right; with Spleen, Flatus, Verti- 
"£20. * ä 
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goes, and Deliriums ; with fcrophulous - 
Tumours fill'd with fœtid Corruption; 
with canine Appetites, and Crudeneſs of 
Digeſtion, beſides ſeveral others that need 
not be mention d. The Doctor therefore 
laid down this Preſcription, that, upon 
the Meeting of a Senate, ſome Phyſici- 
ans ſhould attend them, on the three 
firſt Days of their Sitting, and, at the 
Cloſe of each Day's Debate, feel the Pul- 
ſes of every Senator; then, having ma- 
turely conſulted upon the Nature of the 
ſeveral Diſeaſes, aud Method of Cure, 
they ſhould on the fourth Day return to 
the Senate-Houſe, accompanied by their 
Apothecaries provided with effectual Me- 
dicines, and, before the Members ſat, 
adminiſter to them, ſeverally, Lenitives, 
Aperitives, Abſtorſives, Corroſives, Re- 
ſtringents, Laxatives, Cephalalgicks, Icte- 
ricks, Apophlegmaticks, &c. as each of 
their Caſes required, and, as you find 
theſe Medicines operate, repeat, vary, or 
omit them at the next Meeting. This 
Project would be very little expenſive to- 
the Publick, and would be of great Ser- 
vice for the Diſpatch of Buſineſs, in 
Countries where Senates have a Share in 


the legiſlative Power, by begetting Una- - 


nimity, ſhortening Debates, . opening. 2 
e es a 
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few Mouths, which are, at preſent, clo. 
ſed, and cloſing many more that are 
now open; reſtraining the Petulancy of 
the Young, and correcting the Poſitive- 
neſs of the Old; rouzing the Stupid, and 
damping the Pert. 5 N 
Again, it being a common Complaint, 
that the Favourites of Princes have de- 
_ feftive Memories, the Doctor adviſed, that 
avhoeyer _ waited - on a prime Miniſter, 
Having told his Buſineſs with the utmoſt 
Br evity and Plainneſs, ſhould, at his De- 
parture, give him a Tweak by the Noſe, 
or a Kick on the Belly, - tread on his 
Corns, lug him thrice by the Ears, ſtick 
a Pin in bis Breech, or pinch his Arm, 
and, on every Levee-Day, repeat the 
lame Operation, until either his Buſineſs 
wette done, or he had received an abſo- 
ſolute Refuſal. He farther preſcribed, 
that every Senator, when he had given 
his Opinion in the Senate-Houſe, a.d 
defended it by Argument, ſhould be 
obliged to vote directly contrary; be- 
caufe, by this Means, the Reſult would 
_ Infalbbly iſſue in the Good of the Pub- 
lick. To reconcile violent Partymen in 
a State, he offer d an admirable Contri- 
-vance ; viz. Take an hundred Leaders of 
each Party, diſpoſing of them into

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Couples of ſuch whoſe Heads are neareſt 


of a Size; then let two curious Artiſts 


ſaw: off the Occiput of each Couple at 


the ſame time, that the Brain may be 
divided into equal Parts. When the Oc- 


cputs are thus cut off; let them be in- 


terchanged, applying each to the Head 


of his OpPO ite Partyman. This ſeems 


indeed, to be a Work chat requires 
ſome Nicety; but the Profeſſor declar'd, 


that, provided it were perform'd with 
Exactneſs, the Cure would be infallible; 


for he argued, that the two half Brains, 
being left to debate the Point, within 


the Space of one Scull, would ſoon come 


to an Agreement, and produce Modera- 


tion and Regularity of thinking, in the 


Heads of thoſe, who fancy they are born 
only to watch and govern the Motion 
of the World: And the Difference of 
Brains, either in Quantity or Quality, 


the Doctor aſſured us from his own 
Knowledge, was a meer Trifle. I heard 
a very warm Diſpute between two Pro- 


feſſors, about the moſt proper and con- 
venient Ways of raiſing Money, without 
oppreſſing the Subject. The one affirmꝰd. 


the faireſt Method would be to lay a 


Tax upon Vices and Folly, and the Sum, 
which every Man fhould pay, to be rated 
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by a Jury of his Neighbours. The 0: 
ther was for taxing thoſe Qualities of 
Body: and Mind, tes which Men chiefly 
value themſelves, and would have the 
Rate to bear Proportion to the Degrees 
of Excellency, the Deciſion of which 
mould be left entirely to their own 
| * The greateſt Tax was upon 
that are moſt in Favour with the 
female Sex, and the Aſſeſſments accord- 
ing to the Quantity and Quality of the 
Favours they have received, for which 
rare permitted to be their own 
Vouchers. Wit, Courage, and Politeneſs 
were alſo propos'd to be highly taxed, 
and collected in the ſame Manner: But 
Honour, Juſtice, Wiſdom, and Learning 
were not to be taxed at all, being Quali- 
fications of ſuch an extraordinary Na- 
ture, that no Man will either allow his 
Neighbour to 255 them, * or value chem 

In himſelff. 

The Women were to be taxed, 
Proportion to their Beauty and Skill in in 
Dreſs, which was to be determined by 
themſelves: But Conſtancy, Chaſtity, 
good Senſe, and good Nature, were not 
rated, becauſe they would not anſwer 
the Charge of collecting. To keep Se- 
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ment, it was propoſed that the Mem- 
bers ſhould raffle for Employ ments, each 
of them firſt taking an Oath, and gigung 
Security that he would yote on the 
Side of the Court, whether he won or 
loſt ; and afterwards the Loſers, in their 
Turns, had the Privilege of raffling on 
the next Vacancy. This Method would 
keep alive the Hopes of all, for none 
would complain of broken Promiſes, but 
impute their Diſappointments to For- 
tune alone, whoſe Shoulders are broader 
than thoſe of a Miniſtry. _ 5 
Another Profeſſor was pleaſed to ſhew 
me a Paper of Inſtructions, for detecting 
Plots and Conſpiracies againſt the Go- 
vernment. He directed Stateſmen to look 
into the Diet of all ſuſpected Perſons; 
examine their Times of eating; how they 
lay in Bed, whether on the right or 
left Side; with which Hand they wip'd 
their Poſteriors; make a ſtric Search 
into their Excrements, and from the Co- 
lour, Smell, and Taſte, the Conſiſtence, 
the Crudeneſs, or Maturity of Digeſtion, 
judge of their Intention; becauſe Men 
are never fo thoughtful, as when at Stool, 
which he learn d by repeated Experi- 
ments; for when he uſed, purely as a 
3 hs Trial, 
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| Trial, to conſider about the beſt - Way 
of murdering the King, his Ordure had 
a Tincture of Green, but quite the re- 
verſe, when he defign'd only to raiſe 
an Inſurrection, or ſet Fire to the Me- 
tropolis. The whole Diſcourſe was very 
_ Ingeniouſly written, and contain'd many 
curious Obſervations, uſeful for Politici- 
ans; but, in my Opinion, was not a 
finiſh'd Piece, as I freely told the Au- 
thor, offering, if he pleaſed to make it 
more compleat by ſome Additions. He 
accepted of my Propoſal with more Com- 
Pliance than is common among Writers, 
particularly Projectors, declaring he 
would be glad to hear what 1 had to 
fay. I told him, that ſhould I live in a 
Kingdom, where Plots and Confpiracies 
were in Vogue, either from the turbu. 
lent Tempers of the meaner People, or 
might be improv'd to' the Service and 
Advantage of the higher Rank among 
them, it-would be my firſt Care to coun- 
tenance and encourage the Fry of Diſcos 
verers, Witneſſes, Informers, Accuſers, 
Proſecutors, Evidences, Swearers, and all 
their ſubaltern lrſtruments; when had 
a ſufficient Number of them, of all Sorts 
b and T would place them * 
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der the Conduct of fome dextrous Poli- 
ticians, able both to protect and reward 
them. Men, thus qualified and empow- 
ered, might render Plots extreamly uſe- 
ful and advantageous; they might raiſe 
their own Characters, and paſs for moſt 
profound Stateſmen; they might give 
new Life to a crazy Adminiſtration; 
ſtifle or divert general Diſcontents; load 
their Pockets with Forfeitures, and ad- 
vance or ſink publick Credit, as either 
beſt anſwered their own private Ends. 
This might be done by firſt determi- 
ning among themſelves, what ſuf . 
Perſons ſhould be accuſed of a Plot; 
then particular Care 1s taken- to ſecure 
all their Letters and Papers, and put 
the Criminal in ſafe Cuſtody. - Theſe 
Papers might be committed to the Ma- 
nagement of a Sett of Artiſts, of Pene- 
tration, ſufficient to diſcover the myſti- 
cal Meanings of Words, Sy llables, and 
Letters. They ſhould be allow'd to in- 
terpret them, as they pleaſed, give them 
a Senſe not only foreign, but directly 
contrary: to their true [ntent and Mean- 
ing : As, for Inſtance, they may inter- 
pret, if it ſuit their Fancies, a Sieve 
to ſignify. a Court-Lady, a lame -Dog an 
5 „„ Invader, 
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— a. great Politician, the Gout a 
High-Prieſt, a Chamber- pot a Committee of 
Noblemen, a Broom a Revolution, a Monſe- 
trap an Office, a Bottomleſs-pit a Treaſam, 
Sint a Court, a Cap and Bells a Favourite, 
a broken Reed 'a Court of Fuſtice, an emp- 
15 Tun a General, a running Sore an Ad- 
miniſtration. 

But, if this Method ſhould Kail, there 
are others more effectual Mill behind, by 
the Learned called Acroſticłks and hes:

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_ Glubbdubdrib, as nearly as I can tranſ- 
late the Word, ſignifies the Iſland of 
Sorcerers or Magicians. It is, in Extent, 
about one Third of the Ifle of Might, 
and very fruitful. It is governed by 
the Head of' a particular Tribe, who 
are all Magicians. This Tribe marries 
only among each 'other, and the eldeſt 
in Succeflion . is Prince or Governor, 
who hath a magnificent Palace, and a 
Park of three thouſand Acres, ſurround- 
ed by a Wall of hewn Stone, twenty 
Feet high, in which are ſmaller Inclo- 
ſures for Cattle, Corn, and Gardening. 
The Prince and his Family are attend- 
ed by Domeſticks of an extraordinary 
Kind; for, by his Skill in Necromancy, 
he can call whom he pleaſeth from the 


Dead, and command their Service for 


twenty four Hours, but no longer ; nor 
can he raiſe the ſame Perſons again, in 
Jeſs than three Months, unleſs upon 
very unuſual Occaſions. Arriving at the 
Tland, about Eleven in the Morning, 
one of my Companions waited on the 
Governor, to deſire Admittance for a 
Stranger, who came on Pur poſe to have 

the Honour of attending on his High- 
neſs. This being granted, we all three 
enter'd the Palace-Gate, between two 
A 5 " Ranks 
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Ranks of Guards, arm'd and dreſs'd af- 
ter an antick Manner, whoſe very Coun- 
tenances made my Fleſh creep with an 
inex preſſible Horror. Having paſs'd 
thro? ſeveral Apartments between Ser- 
vants of the ſame Sort, placed in Rows, 
as before, we at laſt came to the Pre- 
ſence- Chamber, where, after three pro- 
found Obeyſances, and ſome general 
Queſtions, we were allowed to ſit on 
three Stools near the loweſt Step of the 
Governor's Throne. His Highneſs under- 
ſtood the Language of Balnibarbi, tho? it 
difters from that of Glubbdubdrib, and 
deſired me to give him an Account of 
my Travels; and, to convince me that 
| ſhould be treated without Ceremony, 
he. diſmiſs'd his, whole Retinue with a 
Turn, of his Finger, at which, to my. 
Amazement, they vaniſhed in an Inſtant, 
like Viſions in a Dream, when we awake 
on a ſudden. It was ſome Time before 
I could recover my Spirits; but when 


the Prince aſſured me that I was in no 


Danger, and I obſerved my Companions, 
who had often been entertaine ! in the 
like Manner, not in the leaſt concerned, 
took a little Courage, and related to 
his Highneſs a brief Hiſtory of my va- 
rious Adventures, tha' not without 2 15 
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Heſitation, and frequently turning my 


Eyes to the Place where I had ſeen 
the domeſtick Spectres. I, after this, 
had the Honour to dine with the Go- 
vernor, where another Sett of Ghoſts 
ſerved 1 up the Meat, and waited at Table; 
and found my ſelf to be leſs terrified 


now, than I was in the Morning. I ftay- 


ed until Sun-ſet, but humbly intreated 
the Governor to excuſe my not accept - 


ing of His Invitation of lodging in the 


Palace. My two Friends and I lay at a 
private Houſe in the Town adjacent, 
which is the Metropolis of this little 
Iſland ; and, the next Morning, purſuant 


to the Princes Command, we returned 


to pay him our Duty, 
Thus, we continued in the and for 


ten Days, the greateſt Part of every 
Day with the Governor, and at Night 
| 3 our Lodging. I ſoon became familiar 


to the Sight of Apparitions; ſo that, af- 
ter three or four Times,” they did not give

paſſing the Alps, who told me he had 
not ſo much as a Drop of Vinegar in 
his Camp. Ceſar and Pompey appeared to 
my View at the Head of their Troops 
$08 | .

I defired to ſee the Roman Senate in one 
large Chamber, and an Aſſembly of a 


more modern Date in another. The firft 


 Teemed to be compoſed: of Heroes and 
Demi-Gods; but the other of Pedlars, 
Pick-pockets, Robbers, and- Bullies. The 
Governor, at my Requeſt, ordered Cæ- 
ſar and Brutus to move towards us. The 
Sight of Brutus ſtruck me with a pro- 
found Admiration, and I at once. dif- 
covered the moft conſummate Vertue, 
Intrepidity, and Steddineſs of Mind, the 
trueft Love of his Country, and Bene- 
volence to all Mankind, in every Fea- 
ture of his Countenance. I, with no 
ſmall Pleaſure obſerved, that thoſe two 
Perſons kept a good Underſtanding 


with each other, and Ceſar freely own'd 
to me, that the moſt illuſtrious Actions 
of his Life were vaſtly inferior to the 


Glory of taking it away. Brutus very 
often honoured me with- his Company; 
and he told me, that his Anceſtors Ju- 
nius, Socrates, Epaminondas, Cato Junior, 
Sir Thomas More, and himſelf were al- 
ways together: A Setemvirate to which 
no Age of the World can add a Se-

and outward Apartments of the Palace. 
I I knew thoſe two Heroes, at firſt View, 


and could diſtinguiſh them not only from

mer Was the taller and more comely Per- 
ſon of the two, walk'd very erect, con- 
ſidering his Years, and I never ſaw any 
Eyes more quick and piercing than his. 
: Ariſtotle ſtooped much, and carried a 
Staff in his Hand ; having a meagre Com- 
and En and thin Hair, and an

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hollow Voice, They were both perfect Stran- 
gers to the reſt of the Company, and I was 
informed in Whiſper by a Ghoſt, that theſe 
Commentators kept at the greateſt Diſtance 


from their Principals in the lower World, 
becauſe they were conſcious of Shame and 


Guilt, in baſely miſinterpreting the Senſe of 
thoſe Authors. I introduced Didymus, and 
Euſtathius to Homer, who, on my Account, 


uſed them better than they deſerved, for he 


ſoon diſcover'd their Want of Genius to en- 


ter into the Spirit of a Poet. But Ariſtotle 


could not bear the Sight of Scotas and &a. 
mus, being out of all Patience when T gave 
him their Character; and he ask'd them, 
whether the reſt of their Tribe were as great 
Dunces as themſelves. I then deſired, that 
Deſcartes and Gaſſendi might be called up, 


whom J perſuaded to explain their Syſtems to 


Ariſtotle. This renowned Philoſopher inge- 


nuouſly confeſs d his own Errors in Natural 
Philoſophy, becauſe he proceeded in many 
Cates upon Conjecture, as all Men muſt dog 


and finding that Gaſſendi, who had labour'd 


with all Skill to recommend the Doctrine of 
Epicurus, and the Yortices of Deſcartes, were 
both of them exploded, he predicted the 
ſame Fate to Attraction, which is ſo much in 


Vogue at preſent. He faid, that Syſtems of 
Nature were like Faſhions, which wouldwary

Principles, would flouriſh but for a ſhort 
time. I-employed five Days in Converſation 
with others of the ancient Learned, and be- 
held moſt of the firſt Roman Emperors, Helio- 
gabalus's Cooks were called up to dreſs a 
Dinner, but for want of Materials, they did 
not ſhew much of their Skill. An Helot of 
Ageſilaus prepar'd us a Diſh of Spartan Broth, 
but I could not ſup a ſecond Spoonful. My 
Companions were obliged to return in three 
Days, which I ſpent in taking a View of the 
modern Dead, who had made the greateſt 
Figure in England, and other Countries of 
Europe; and having always admired old il- 
1cft:ious Families, I deſired the Prince would 
call up a Dozen or two of Kings with their 
Anceſtors in Order, for eight er nine Gene- 
rations. But my Diſappointment was great 
and unexpected; for, inſtead of a numerous 
Train of crowned Heads, I ſaw in one Fa- 
mily two Fidlers, three briſk Courtiers, and 
an Italian Prelate; in another. a Barber, an 
Abbot, and two Cardinals. I have too much 
Reverence for Monarchs to dell any longer 
on ſo nice a Point; but as to Counts, Mar- 
queſſes, Dukes, Earls, Cc. I was not fo ſcru- 
pulous. I confeſs, I had ſome Pleaſure, in 


| Hiding my ſelt able to trace the Lineaments 
by which certain Families are diltinguiſhed, 


up to their Originals. I could evidently diſ- 
cover, whence one Family derives a long 
Chin, and a ſecond hath been ſtock'd with 

4 „ Kunaves. 
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N naves for two Generations; why a third Was 
crack-brain'd, and a fourth Sharpers; whence 
bappen d what Polydore Virgil ſays of a certain 
great Houſe, Nec vir fertis, nec fomina cafia ; 
how ſome Families are diltinguiſh'd by Cruziry, 
Falſhood, and Cowardiſe, as by their Colt of 
Arms; who firſt brought the Pox into a noble 
Houſe, which hath lineally deſcended to their 
Poſterity. All which I could eaſily account for, 
when I ſaw ſuch an Interruption of Lineages, 
by Pages, Lacquics, Valets, Coachmen, Game- 
ſters, Captains, and Pick-pockets. I was 
chiefly offended at Modern Hiſtory : For hay» 
ing examined ail the Perfons moſt famous 
in the Courts of Princes, for an Hundred 
Years paſt, I found how the World had been 
miſled hy diſingenuous Writers, to aſcribe 
the braveſt Actions in War to Cowards, the 
ſageſt cunſel to Fools, Integrity to Paraſites, 
_ Roman Virtue to Villains, Piety to Atheiſts, 
Charity to Sodomites, Veracity to Informersz 
how many innocent and deſerving Perſons had 
been condemned to Death or Baniſhment, by i 
Influence of great Miniſters upon the Corrup- 
tion of Judges, and the Malice of Faction; 
how many Knaves had been advanced to the 
 highe!t Offices of Truſt, Power, Dignity, 
and Profit; how great ſhare in the Motions | 
of Courts, Councils, and Senates, might be 
clijm'd by Bawds, Whores, Pimps, Flatter- 
ers, and Buffoons ; how mean an Opinion I had 
of human Wiſdom and Sincerity, when I was 
let into the true Springs and Motives of great 
FOE” E 2 Enters 
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Enterprizes and Revolutions, and of the tri- 
fling Accidents to which they owed their 
Succeſs. Here T found out the Roguery and 
Ignorance of the Writeis of Anecdotes, or 
Secrer Hiſtory, who ſend ſo many Princes to 
their Graves with a Draught of Poyſon; will 
relate the Dialogue berween a King and his 
firſt Miniſter, where no Witneſs was by; un- 
lock the Thoughts and Cabinets of Ambaſſh- 
dors and Secretaries of State, and always have 
the Misfortune of being miſtaken. Here [ 
diſcover'd the ſecret Cauſes of many great 
and ſurprizing Events; how a Whore can 
govern the Back-ſtairs, the Back-ſtairs a 
Counc il, and the Council a Senate. A Ge- 
neral told us himſelt, that he got a Victory, 
merely by the Dint of Cowardiſe and iH &dn- 
duct: And an Admiral, that for want of In- 
telligence, he conquer'd the Enemy, to whom 
be deſign'd to betray the Fleet. Three Kings 
aſlured me, that, in their whole Reigns, 
they did never prefer any Perſon of Merit, 
unicis by Miſtake cr Treachery: Neither 
would they do it, if they were to live again; 
and they prov'd with great Force of Reaſon, 
that the royal Throne could not be ſupported 
without Corruption, becauſe that poſitive, 
reſtive Temper, which Virtue infuſed into 
Man, was a conſtint Clogs to publick Buſi- 
neſs. I enquir'd particularly, how many had 
procur'd to themſelves high Titles of Ho- 
nour, and vaſt Eſtates; and I confin'd my

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Enquiry to a very modern Period; however, 
without grating upon preſent Times, becauſe 
I would by no means give Offence, even to

ed. Upon Enquiry, I was inform'd that their 


Names were not to be found in Records, ex- 


cept a few whom Hiſtory hath ſer forth to be 


the baſeſt Rogues and Traitors; but, as to the f | 


reſt, I had never, ſo much as once, heard of 
them. They all * dejected Looks,

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and in a very mean Habit, moſt of them hav- 
ing died in Poverty and Diſgrace, and the reſt 
on a Scaffold or a Gibbet. There was, a- 
mong the reſt, one Perſon, whoſe Caſe ſeem'd 
to be ſomewhat extraordinary.

HE Day of our Departure being 
come, I took Leave of the Gover- 
nour of Gl/abbdubdrib, and we retur- 
ned to Maldonada, where, after a 
Fortnight's Waiting, a Ship was ready to 
ſail to Luggnagg, My two Companions, and 
ſome others, were ſo kind as to ſupply me 


with Proviſions, and ſee me on board. I was 


a Month in this Voyage. We had one vio- 


| Tent Storm, which obliged us to fteer Weſt- 


ward, to get into the Trade Wind, which 
holds for above ſixty Leagues. On the 21ſt 


of April 1711, ve ſailed in the River Clumeg-

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the Pilots, that I was a Stranger, and a great 
Traveller, who gave Notice of it to a Cu- 
ſtom-houſe Officer, by whom I was examined 
very ſtrictly upon my Landing. This Offi- 
cer ſpoke to me in the Language of Balni- 
barbi; which, by reaſon of much Commerce, 
is underſtood in that Town, eſpecially by 
Seamen, and thoſe concerned in the Cuſtoms..

|  peeviſh, covetous, ſurly, vain, talkative; but 
| incapable of Friendſhip, and dead to all na- 
tural Affection, which never deſcended be- 
low their Grandchildren. Envy and impo- 
tent Inclinations are their prevailing Paſſi- 
ons. Their Envy is chiefly directed to the 
Vices of the Young, , and the Deaths of 
the Old. By reflecting. an the former, 
they find themſelves cut off from the very 
Poſſibility of Pleaſure; and, as often as 
they ſee a Funeral, they repine that others 
are gone fo an Harbour of Reſt, to. which 
they muſt never arrive. They Remember no- 
thing but what happen'd in their Youth and 
middle Age, and that very imperfectly ; and 
for the Truth or Particulars of any Fact, its 
ſafer to depend on common Tradition, than 
their beſt Recollections. The leaſt miſerable 
among them ſeem to be thoſe who turn to Do- 
tage; theſe meet with more Pity and Reliet, 
becauſe they want many ill Qualities that pre- 
vail in others. If a Struldbrugg marry one of 
his own Species, the Marriage is diflolv'd of 
Courſe, as ſoon as the younger of the Parties 
comes to be Eighty; for the Law thinks it 
reaſonable that thoſe, who are condemned, 
without any Fault of their own, to live for

neareſt Friends and Relations. On the ſame 
account, they cannot amuſe themſelves with 
Reading, becauſe their Memory will not car- 
ry them from the Beginning of a Sentenee to 
the End, tho” this be the only Entertainment” 
whereof they might, otherwiſe, be capable.

When the 
Beaſt felt the Smart, he roared ſo loud, that 
a Herd of them came howling about me, 
making odious Faces: But I ran to a Tree, 
and leaning my Back againſt it, kept them 
off with my Hanger. Several of the curſed 
Brood leapt upon the Tree, and diſcbarged 
their Excrements upon my Head, till I was 
almoſt ſtifled with Filth. In the midſt of 
this Diſtreſs, I obſerved them all to run away, 
at which [ purſued the Road, wondering at 
the Reaſon of their Flight. But looking on 
my left Hand, I ſaw a Horſe walking ſoftly 
in the Field, which, as I afterwards found,.

But the 
firſt, which was a dapple grey, perceiving 
me to ſteal away, neigh'd after me in ſo ex- 
preſſive a Tone, that I fancied I knew what 
he meant.

I could not gueſs at the Mean- 
ing of it, I endeavour'd to practiſe the Sound, 
and as ſoon as they were filent, I boldly pro- 
nounc'd Taboo, imitat ing the Neigh of a Horſe 
at the ſame time. At which, in a Surprize, 
they repeated the ſame, as if they meant to 
teach me the right Accent. I ſpoke after them 
| as well as I could, and found my ſelf ſome- 
what improv'd. The Bay tried me with ano- 
ther Word, which reduced to our Engliſh 
F Orthography, may be ſpelt thus, Zouyhnhum. 
By repeated Tryals, I ſucceeded fo well in this, 
that they both appear'd ſurprized at my Ca- 
pacity. After their Diſcourle was ended, the 
two Friends parted with the fame Compliment 
of ſtriking Hoofs, and made Signs for me to 
= walk before; when flackened, one cry'd, 
bun,  Hbuin, and l gueſſing his Meaning, 
made Signs, that I was weary, upon which 
he allow'd me to ſtand a while to reſt.

== Aving travelled about three Miles, 
ve came to along Timber Building, 
— whole Roof was low, and covered 
with Straw, At the Sight of which, IT began 
to be comforted, and took-out my Toys, in 
hopes they would encourage the People of the 
Houſe to uſe me kindly. The Horſe made 
me a Sign to go in firſt; the Room had a 
ſmooth Clay Floor, and a Rack and Manger 
the whole length of it on one Side. There 
were three Naggs, and a Mare fitting down. 
upon their Hams, and others employ'd in do- 
meſtick Bufineſs. They feem'd but ordinary 
Cattle; however this confirm'd my former 
Opinion of the Wiſdom of that People, who 
could ſo far civilize brute Animals. The Grey 
came in ſoon after, and neighed ſeveral times 
to them in a Style of Authority, and receiv- 
ed Anſwers. Beyond this Room were three 
others, to which you paſſed through three 
Doors, oppoſite to each other. We went to 
the laſt, and here the Gray walk'd in 2 1 
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beckoning me to attend him. I waited in the 


ſecond Room, and prepared my Preſents for 


the Maſters and Miſtreſſes of the Houſe, The 
Horſe neigh'd three or four times, and I wait- 
ed to hear ſome human Voice, but obſerved 
no other Returns, than aſhriller Voice in the 
fame Dialect, and began to think it muſt be 
ſome great Perſon's Houſe, from the Difficul- 
ty of Admittance : But that a Man of Qua- 
lity ſhould be ſerv'd only by Horſes, I could 
not comprehend, I began to think my Brain 
. was diſturb'd, and look'd about the Room, 
which I found furniſhed after the manner of 
the firſt, but more elegantly. In ſhort J ab- 
ſolutely concluded it muſt be all Necroman- 
cy; but had not time to purſue my Reflecti- 
ons, for the grey Horſe came and made me a 
Sign to follow him into the third Room, 
where I ſaw a handſome Mare, Colt and Foal, 


ſitting on their Haunches, on Matts artfully 


made, and perfectly neat and clean. The Mare 
roſe up, and after obſerving my Hands and 
Face, look'd contemptuouſly at me, and turn- 
ing to the Horſe, I heard the word Tah men- 


tion'd between them, which tho' I did not 


underſtand, was ſoon better inform'd to my 
Mortification. For the Horſe beckoning to 
me with his Head, and repeating the Word 
 Hhuun Hhuun, he led me thro* a Court to a 
Building at ſome diſtance, where were three 
of thoſe dete ſtable Creatures I had ſeen be- 
fore, feeding upon the Fleſh of 9 and 
4 3 oots.

'They were faſtened by the Neck, 
y with ſtrong Withes to a Beam, and held the 
a Fleſh between their Claws, while they tore 
it with their Teeth. The Maſter Horſe order- 
| ed a ſorrel Nagg, one of his Servants, to untye 
the largeſt of theſe Animals, and take him in- 
to the Yard z where they compared us toge- 
| ther, and repeated the Word 7ahoo. My Hor- 
ror and Surprize were great, when I obſery'd 
a perfect human Figure. Ti Face was flat 
and broad, the Noſe depreſſed, the Lips large, 
and Mouth wide; but theſe Differences are 
common to all ſavage Nations, whoſe Natives 
lye groveling on the Earth, or are carried on 
their Mothers Backs. The Fore-feet of the 
Zahoo differed from my Hands, only in the 
Length of the Nails, Coarſeneſs of the Palms, 
and Hairineſs on the Back. Their Feet reſem- 
bled ours, and every part of the Body, excepr 
as to the Hairinefs and Colour. What ſeem'd 
moſt ſtrange to the two Horſes, was to ſee the 
reſt of my Body, ſo different from a Yahoo, . 
- which was occaſion'd by my Cloaths; but this 
they did not conceive. The ſorre) Nagg offer- 
ed me a Root, which he held beetween his 
Hoof and Paſtern ; this I ſmelt to, and re- 
turn'd it as civilly as I could. He brought 
me a Piece of Aſſe's Fleſh, which ſmelt ſo of- 
fenſively, that I could not bear it; he then 
threw it to a Taboo, who devoured it greedi- 
ly. He afterwards ſhewed me Hay and Oats, 
which I fignified was not Food for me $504 Y 
| | indeed 
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indeed began to apprehend that I muſt abſo- 
lutely ſtarve, if I could not meet with ſome 
of my own Species. The Maſter Horſe, ob- 
ſerving how deteſtable the Taboo appear'd to 
me by imy Behaviour, ſent him back to his 


Kennel. He then made Signs, by putting 


his Fore-hoof to his Mouth, to know what 1 
would eat. But I could not anſwer him, to 


make him underſtand me; and altho he had, 


Iſaw no poſſible way of contriving to get 
Nouriſnment. At this Juncture I ſaw a Cow 
going by, and expreſſed a Deſire of milking 
her. This anſwered my End, for he ordered 
a Mare Servant, to open a Room, where was 
good ſtore of Milk, in earthen and wooden 
Veſſels, in an orderly and cleanly Manner. 
She gave me a large Bowl-full, which I drank 
off, and found myſelf refreſhed. About Noon 
_ thaw a Vehicle, drawn like a Sledge, by four 
F Yahoo's, coming towards the Houle. There 
was in it an old Steed of Quality, who alight- 
ed with his Hind- foot forward, having hurt 
his left Fore- foot. He came to dine with our 
orſe, who received him very civilly. They 
AJined in the beſt Room, and had Oats boil'd 
in Milk, for the ſecond Courſe, which they 
warmed for the old Horſe, but the reſt eat 


them cold. Their Mangers were placed round 
in the middle of the Room, in which were ſe- 
veral Partitions, round which they ſat upon 
Truſſes of Straw. Thus they dined with 


much Decency and Regularity, having eve- 
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ry one his Meſs. The young Colt and Foal 
appeared very modeſt, and the Maſter and 
Miſtreſs very gay and complaiſant to their 
Gueſt: The Grey ordered me to ſtand by him, 
and much Diſcourſe paſſed between them con- 
cerning me, as | perceiv'd by their Looks, 
and frequent Repetition of the word Yahoo. 
I happened to wear my Gloves, which ſo per- 
plexed the Maſter Grey, that he put his Hoof 
ſeveral times to them, ſignifying that I ſhould 
pull them off, which I did, and put them in- 
to my Pocket. I ſoon found the good Effects 
of this Behaviour, and was ordered to ſpeak 
thoſe Words I underſtood; and while they 
were at Dinner, the Maſter raught me the 
Names for Oats, Milk, Fire, and Water, Cc. 
which I pronounced after him, having a great 
Facility in learning Languages. When they 
had dined, the Maſter Horte by many Sig: 
expreſs'd a Concern, that I had nothing to 
eat. Ipronounced the word Hlunnb (which 
ſignifies Oats in their Language) two or three 
times; for tho? I had refuſed them before, 
I conſidered that I could make a Sort of Bread

with them, which would keep me from ſtarv- : 


ing. The Horle immediately ordered a Mare 
Servant, to give me a good Quantity of Oats, 
Theſe I dried before the Fire, then rubb'd 
them to looſen the Huſks, which l winnow'd 
from the Grain. I ground them between 
two Stones, and made them into a Paſte with 
Water, which I toaſted by the Fire, and _ 
n Wit 
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with warm Milk. It was at firſt an infipid 
Diet, though common enough in ſome parts 
.of Europe; but grew tolerable in time, e'pe- 
_ Cially to one who had been under Neceſſities 
Jo often. And I cannot but obſerve, that 1 
had not one Hour's Sickneſs. while I ſtaid in 
this Iſland. Tis true I made ſhift to catch a 
Rabber or Bird with Gins made of Yahoo's 
_ Hairs, and gathered wholeſome Herbs, which 
_ 1boif'd or eat like Saller, with my Bread, and 
now and then made Butter, and drank the 
Whey. I was at a loſs for Salt at firft, but 
_ Cuſtom reconciled the want of it, and Iam 
confident its Uſe is the Effect of Luxury a- 
maong us; and that it is only neceſſary in che 
- Preſerving of Fleſh ; for we obſerve no Ani- 
mals to be fond of it but Man; and for my 
part, I could not endure the Taſte of it for 
ſome time after I had left this Country. I 
. have ſaid enough upon the Subject of my 
Diet; bur thought it neceſſary to mention 
- "this, leſt the World ſhould think it impoſſi- 
ble, I could find Suſtenance in ſuch a Coun- 
| try for three Years together. When it grew 
. Towards Evening, the Maſter Horſe ordered 
me a Place to lye in; it was very near the 
 _ Houſe, and ſeparated from the Stable of the 
Taboo g. Here Igot ſome Straw, and cover- 
_ Ing my ſelf with my own Cloaths, ſlept very 
found. But was in aſhort time better accom- 
_  modated, as the Reader ſhall know hereaf-

RI Y principal Endeavour was to learn 


and from whence I came, ſpent many leiſure 2! 
Hours to inſtruct me, and hoped, by the Pro- 
ficiency I had made, I ſhould ſoon be capa- 
ble of anſwering his Expectation. To help 

my Memory, I formed all I learn'd into the 
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Engliſb Alphabet, and writ the Words down 
with the Tranſlations. And as I ventured to 

do this in my Maſter's Preſence, it coſt me a 
great deal of Pains to explain to him what I 
Was about; for the Inhabitants have nor the 
leaſt Idea of Books or Learning. In about 
ten Weeks, I began to underſtand his Queſti- 
ons, and in three Months could give ſome to- 
lerable Anſwers, He was extremely deſirous 
of knowing from What Part of the Country 
I came, and how | came to imitcte a rational 
Creature, becauic the 7ahoo's (whom I reſem- 
bled in thoſe Parts he could fee) with ſome 
Appearance of Cunning and miſchievous Dil- 
poſition, were the moſt unteachable of all 
_ Brutes. I told him, that I came over na 
hollow Veſſel made of Trees, and how my 

Companions had ſerv'd me, But he replied, 

1 muſt be miſtaken, or ſaid the thing which 
was not, they having no Word to expreſs 
* Falſhoodor Lying; Br it was impoſſible that 
there could be a Country where I had faid, 
or that Brutes could make. a Veſſel to move 

where they pleaſed upon the Water. That 
no Houyhnhnm could make ſuch a Veſſel, or 

would truſt 7aho0's to manage it. The Word 

Houyhnbum, in their Tongue, ſignifies a Horſe, 

and, in its Etymology, the Perfection of Na- 
= Zure. I told my Maſter, I was at a Loſs to 
=  <xpreſs myſelf, but hoped to be able to tell 

bim Wonders in a ſhort time. He ordered 
all his Family to inſtruct me, ſpent _ or 
3 po, 7 three 
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three Hours a Day himſelf for that Purpoſe. 
Several Horſes and Mares of Quality came to 
ſee me, upon the Report that there was a 
wonderful Yahoo, who could ſpeak like a 
Huuyhnbum, and ſeemed to diſcover ſome 
Glimmering of Reaſon. Theſe aſked me ma- 
ny Queſtions, and received ſuch Anſwers as I 

could return; by which Advantages, in five 

Months, I underſtoed all that was ſpoke, and 

could expreſs myſelf tolerably well. The 
 Houybuhums, who came to ſee me, could 
hardly believe me to be a Taboo, from my Bo- 
dy being differently covered, and were aſto- 

| mihed to obſerve me without the uſual Hair 

| or Skin, except on my Head, Face, or Hands; 

but I diſcovered that Secret to my Maſter, 

about a Fortnight before. As it was my Cu? 
ſtom every Night, when the Family was gone | 
tc Bed, ro ſtrip and cover my ſelf with my 

Cloatbs, my Matter ſent for me by his ſorrel

longer, 1 therefore told my Maſter, that in 
our Country we kept our Bodies from Heat 
and Cold, as well as to avoid the Inclemen- 
cies of the Air, by covering them with the 
Hairs of certain Animals artfully prepared for 
that Uſe; that if he pleaſed to give me his 
Command, I would ſoon convince him; he 
told me I might do as I pleaſed. Whereupon 
J undreſs'd my ſelf before him, having a Re- 
rd to all neceſſary Decency. He took my 
Cloaths one Piece after another, and looked 
diligently at them; then walked round me, 
and ſtroak d my Body gently; after which, 
he ſaid, I muſt be a Taboo, tho' I differed ve- 
ry much from the reſt of my Species, in the 
Soſtneſs and Whiteneſs of my Skin, and my 
Want of Hair on ſeveral Parts of my Body 
the Shape and Shortneſs of my Claws, an 
my continual walking upright.

Eve- 
Day when I waited on him, he would aſk 


had already conceived by my Anſwers, ſome 


general Ideas, tho' imperfect, It would be 


tedious to relate the particular Steps we made 


n Converſation; but the firſt Account that 


gave of myſelf in any Order or Length, 
was to the following Purpoſe, That I came 


from a diftant Country, as I had told him be- 


fore, in Company with Fifty of my own Spe- 
cies; that we travelled in a large hollow Veſ- 
ſc] made of Wood, and larger than his Ho- 


nour's Houſe. I deſcrib'd the Ship to him as 


well as I could, and with my Handkerchief 


explained the Manner how it was driven for- 


ward by the Wind, That a Quarrel ariſing 


among us, I was ſet on Shore, and walked 


on without knowing whither, till he delive- 


red me from the Perſecution of thoſe deteſta- 


ble Yahoo's. He aſked me who made the Ship, 


and how it was poſſible, that the Houybnhnms. 
of any Country would leave the Management 


_ of 
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of it to Brutes. I told him, I -ould proceed 
no farther in my Relation, unleſs I had his 
Promiſe that he would not be offended. He 
agreed, and I went on, aſſuring him that the 
Ship was made by Creatures of my own Spe- 
cies, Who, in all Countries where I had tra- 
velled were the only rational Creatures. That 
at my coming into this Country, I was as 
much ſurprized at their Rationality, as they 
were at mine. I faid farther, that if good 

Fortune ever reſtored me to my native C un- 
try, and I ſhould: relate my 'Travels b'thet, 
every body will think that I /aid the thing 
Wich was not; and that with all poſſible Re- 
ſpect to himſelf and Family, and under his 
Promiſe of not being offended, our Coun- 

trymen would think it improbable, that a 
Houybnhum ſhould: be the preſiding Creature 
in a Country, and a Taboo the Brute.

The Houyhnhnms Notion of Truth and Falſhood. 
The Author's Diſcourſe diſapprov'd by his Mas © 
er. He gives @ farther Account of himſelf, © 
and the Accidents of bis Yoyage, FE 


FS Y Maſter heard me with Marks of Un- = 
eaſineſs in his Countenance; becauſe » } 
doubting, and not believing, are ſo 
little known in this Country, that in 
ſuch Circumſtances, the Inhabitants are at a 
loſs how to behave themſelves. And Iremems 2} 
ber, in ſome Diſcourſes concerning Manhood. 
in other parts of the World, I mentioned Ly- - 7 
ing and falſe Miſrepreſemation, which were 
Terms he comprehended with Difficulty, al- 
ftho' he had an acute Judgment. And this 
\ was his A: That by the Uſe of Speech = 
ve underitood one another, and received 
Information of Facts; now, if any one ſaid 
the thing which was not, thoſe Ends are de- 
ſtroyed; becauſe it cannot be properly ſaid, 
I underſtand him; being fo far from receive  - | 
ing Information, that he leaves me worſe than 
in {gnorance; for I am induced to believe, 
that Black is White, and Short, Long. Theſe . 
a were his Notions of Lying, fo perfectly un- 
derſtood among human Creatures, To return 
from this Digreſſion. My Maſter could not 
3 con» 
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«conceive the Taboo to be governing Animals 
in my Country, and deſired to know whether 
we had any Houyhnunms among us, and in 
what manner they liv'd. I told him, they 
grazed in Summer, and in Winter were kept 
in Houies, when 7ahoo Servants were employ'd 
an feeding, keeping them clean, and making 
their Beds. I underſtand from all you have 
ſaid, reply'd my Maſter, that whatever Share 
of Reainn the Tahoo's have, the Hovyhnhnms 
are Maſters; and. 1 heartily wiſh our 7ahbod's 
were ſo tractible. I begg'd his Honour to 
excuſe my proceeding :iuny farther, leſt I ſhould 
ſay ſomething very diſpleaſing. But he inſiſt- 
ed that 1 ſhould tell him the beſt and woiſt. 
To obey him, I ſaid: 1 muſt own, that the 
Houyhnbums among us, whom wc called 
HFlorſes, were the molt genercus and comely 
Animal we had, and excelled in Strength and 
Swifrneſs. That when they belong'd ro great 
Men, they were employ'd in Travelling, Ra- 
cing, and Drawing of Chariots; and were 
well uſed as long as they were ſound; but if 
otherwiſe, were fold, and labour'd hard till 
they died; after which, they were ſtript of 
their Skins, and their Bodies devoured by 
Dogs and Birds of Prey, I deſcribed, as 
well as I could, our Manner of Riding, the 
Shape aud Ule of a Bridle, Saddle, a Spur 
and Whip, Harneſs and W heels. 1 added, 
that we placed a ſort of hard Subſtance to the 
Bottoms of their Fect, called Iron, to preſerve 
| their 
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their Hoofs from being hurt. My Maſter, 
. after ſome Expreſſions of Indignation, won- 


deied how we durſt venture on the Back of 
a Houyhubnum; tor he was ſure, that the mean- 
eſt Servant of his was able to ſhake off the 
ſtrongeſt 7ahoo, and ſqueeze him to Death. 
I aniwered, that our Horſes were trained up, 
when young, to the Uſes we intended them. 
That if they proved vicious, we uſed ſevere 
Methods to tame them; That we caftrated 
the Males, to make them more gentle; that 
they were ſenſible of Rewards and Puniſh- 
ments, but have as little Reaſon as rhe 7a» 
Bob's of this Country. I had ſome Difficulty 
to make him underſtand” what I faid, their 
Language nor being ſo copious as ours, be- 
cauſe their Wants and Paſſions are fewer. But 
[can hardly expreſs his Reſentment, at our 
_ - ſavage Treatment of the Houybnhums, parti- 
cularly when I had explained: the manner of 
caftraring Horſes among us. He ſaid, if it 
were poſſible there could be a Country, where 
Jaboo's alone were the governing Animals, 
they muſt be rational, becauſe Neaſon will, 
iu time, always prevail againſt brutal Strength. 
But conſidering the Frame of our Bodies, 
eſpecially mine, he thought no Creature fo ill 
contriv'd, to employ reaſon in the Offices of 
Life. Whereupon he deſired to know, when 
ther they relenibled me, or the Lahoo, of his 
Country. I aſſured him, that L was as Well 
ſhap d as moſt of my Age; but that the younger, 
N G 2 | = = 
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and the Females were ſofter and whiter, eſpe- 
cially the latter. He faid I differ'd in my 
Cleanlineſs from other Taboo; but in Point 
of real Advantage he thought I differ d for 
the worſe. That the Nails of my Hinder- 
feet were of no Uſe, and as to my Fore-feer, 
he could not properly ſo call them, having 
not ſeen me walk upon them, and thought 
they were too tender for the Ground. He 
then began to find Fault with other Parts of 
my Body; as, the Flatneſs of my Face, the 
Prominence of my Noſe, the Poſition of my 
Eyes, with which I could not look fide- 
ways, without turning my Head. He knew 
not, what could be the Uſe of thoſe ſeveral 
Cleſts in my Feet behind; that they were too 
ſoft to bear the Hardneſs of Stones; and that 
my Body wanted a Fence againſt Heat and 
Cold, which I had the Trouble of putting 
on and off every Day. And litly, that he 
_ obſery'd every Animal in this Country, natu- 

rally abhorred the Taboo's, whom the weaker 
avoided, and the ſtronger purſued : So that, 
ſuppoſing us reaſonable, he could not fee it 
was poſſible to cure that Antipathy, which 
other Creatures had againſt us; nor confe- 
quently, how we could tame, and make them 
jerviceable. However, he ſaid he would de- 
bate the Matter no farther, being willing to 
bear the Hiſtory of my Countiy, and Actions 
of my Life, before I came thither. Iaſſured 
him, I was defirous he ſhould be fatisfy'sd 
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bur doubted, whether I could explain myſelf 
to his Conception, promiſing I would do my 
beſt, to expreſs myſelf by Similitudes, deſiring 
his Aſſiſtance, if I wanted Words. I ſaid my 
Birth 'was of honeſt Parents in England, a 
Country remote from this, by as many Days 
Journey, as the ſtrongeſt of his Honour's Ser- 
vants could travel in the Annual Courſe of the 
Sun. That 1 was bred a Surgeon, whoſe Em- 
rloymetft is ro cure Wounds or Hurts got by 
Accident. Thar my Country was governed by 
a Female Man, whom we call d Queen, which 
lleft to get Riches, that I might maintain 
my Family better, at my Return. That I 
was Commander of the Ship, with fifty Ta- 


 bov's under me, many of whom dying, Iwas- 


forced to ſupply them by others from ſeve- = ö 


ral Nations; That our Ship was twice ir 


Danger of ſinking, firſt by a Storm, and ſince, 


by ſtriking againſt a Rock, Here my Ma- 


ſter interrupted me, by aſking, how I could 
perſwade Strangers to venture, after the Loſ- 
fes I had ſuſtained, and the Hazards I had run. 
I ſaid, they were Men of deſperate Fortunes, 
forced on account of their Poverty, or Crimes, 
to leave their native Country; ſome were ru- 
in'd by Law-Suits, others ſquandered away 
all they had, in Drinking, Whoring, and 
Gaming; ſome fled for Freaſon; many for 
Murder, Robbery, Perjury, Cc. and that 
none of theſe durſt return home, for fear of 

Puniſhment z and therefore were under a Ne- 
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ceſlity of ſeeking a Livelihood in other 


Places. During this Diſcourſe, my Maſter 


"Interrupted me often, to explain the Nature,

of the different Crimes I had mentioned; 
And this Taſk took up ſeveral Days Conver- 


fation, before he could comprehend me. He 


was entirely at a lots to know, what could 
be the Uſe or Neceſſity, of practiſing ſuch 


Vices. To clear which, I endeavour'd to 


give him ſome Ideas of the Defire of Wealth 


and Power, and of the terrible Effects of 
Luft, Malice, and Intemperance. All this I. 
Was forced to deſcribe, by putting Caſes, and 
making Suppoſitions. After which, he lift- 
ed up his Eyes with Amazement and Indig- 


nation; and defired I would give him ſome

poarticular Account of Europe, and eſpecially 


of my on Country. 
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The Author, at his Maſter's Command, informs 
bim of the State of England. The Cauſes of 
War among the Princes of Europe. Aud 

explains the Engliſh Conſtitution. | 
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= HE reader may pleaſe to obſerve, that 
the following is an Extract of ſeve- 
ral Diſcourſes I had with my Miſter, 
containing the moſt material Points of our 
Converſation; his Honour often deſiring ful- 
ler Satisfaction, as I improved in the Lan- 
guage. I gave him an Account of the State 
of Europe, as well as I could, as to Trade, 
Manufactures, Arts, and Sciences, and Fan - 3 
ſwered him, as Opportunity ſerved, from the 
Subject of our Converſation; But ſhall here 
only take Notice of the Subſtance of what 
paſſed, without any Regard to Time or Cir- 
cumſtances. My only Fear is, that I ſhall 
not be able to do Juſtice ro my Matter's Ar- 
guments and Expreſſions, for want of a due 
Capacity, as well as by a Tranflation,..inco } 
our ba barous Eugliſb. In Obedience there-- 
fore to his Honour's Commands, I related the 
Revolution under the Prince of Orange, The 
long War with France, entered into by that 
Prince, and renew'd by his Succeſſor, the 
Queen; wherein, the chief Powers of Chrif/-- 
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endom, were engag'd at this time, I com- 
puted, that a Million of Taboo's might have 
been killed, a hundred Cities taken, and thrice 
as many Ships loſt. He aſk'd me, what were 
dhe ufual Motives of War among us? I an- 
ſwer'd, many were the Motives, but fhould 
mention a few of the Chief. Sometimes the 
Ambition of Princes, to extend their Pomi- 
nions: Sometimes the Policy of corrupt Mi- 
nifters, who engage their Maſters in a War, 
10 divert the Clamour of the People againſt 
rheir Male Adminiſtration. Difference in O- 
pinions, hath coſt many Million of Lives: 
For inſtance, whether F!eſb be Bread, or Bread 
Fleſb; whether the Juice of a certain Fruit be 
Blood or Wine; whether Vhifling be a Vice, 
or a Vertue; whether it is better to &i/5 a Poſt, 
or throw it in the Fire; and what is the beſt 
Colour for a Coat, whether Black, Mbite, 
Kea, or Grey; and whether it ſhould be long 
or ſhort, narrow or wide, dirty or clean, with 
many more. And there are no Wars fo bloo- 
dy or laſting, as thoſe oecaſioned by Differ- 
ence in Opinion; eſpecially if it be in trivial 
Matters. Sometimes two Princes quarrel, 
who ſhall take Poſſeſſion of the Dominions 
of a third, where neither of them have any 
Pretenſion of Right. Sometimes one Prince 
quarrels with another, for fear the other ſnould 


Wo quarrel with him. Sometimes they enter in- 


to a War, becauſe the Enemy is too frong; 
and another time, becauſe he is roo DO 
E Zome- 
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Sometimes our Neighbours want the things 


we have; or have the things we want, and we 
igt till they take ours, or give us theirs: It 

is a juſtifiable Cauſe of War, to invade a Coun- 

try, when the People have been deftroy?d by 
Peſtllence or Famine, or in Faction among 
themſelves. And ſo it is, to enter into War 
againſt our Ally, when one of his Towns 


lyes convenient for us, or a Territory of Land, 


that would make our Dominions compleat. If 
a Prince ſends Forces into a Nation, where 
the People are poor and ignorant, he may 


_ lawfully kill one half, and enſlave the reſt,, 


to reduce them from their barbarous Cuſtoms; 
It is an honourable and frequent Practice, 
when one Prince deſires the Aſſiſtance of an- 
other, to ſecure his Dominions againſt [nva- 
fion, that the Aſſiſtant, when he bath driven 
out the Invader, ſhould poſſeſs himſelf of the 
Dominion, and kill or baniſh the Prince, 
whom he came to defend. Alliances by Blood, 
or Intermarriages, is a frequent Cauſe of War 
between Princes, and the nearer they are re- 

lated, the greater the Diſpoſition to quarrel. 
Poor Nations are gere and Rich ones Proud; 


and Pride and Hunger will never agree. For 


theſe Reaſons, the Trade of a Soldier is held 


the moſt honourable: A Soldier being a Ta- 

Boo hired to kill as many of his own Species 
as he can, who have never offended him. 
There are likewiſe another kind of Princes, 
in the Northern part 8 Europe, who not able 
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to make War themſelves, hire their Troops 
to other Nations, which is the beſt part of 
their Maintenance. What you have ſaid up- 
on the Subject of War, reply'd my Maſter, 
diſcovers the admirable Effects of that Rea- 
ſon you pretend to. However, it is happy 
that the Shame is greater than the Danger; 


and that Nature hath made you incapable of 


doing much Miſchief. For your Mouths ly- 
ing flat to your Faces, you can hardly bite 
each other; then as to your Claws, they are 
ſp ſhort, that one of our Yahoo's will drive 
a dozen of yours before him. And therefore, 


as to the Number ſlain in Battle, I cannot 


but think, that you have /aid the thing which: 
is not. I ſmil'd at his Ignorance in ſuch Af- 
fairs, and ſhaking my Head, gave him a De- 


ſefiption of Cannons, Mortars, Swords, 
| Powder and Ball, and other warlike Piepara-- 


tions and. Machines, with the terrible Slaugh- 
ter they occaſion'd, and the diſmal Conſe- 
quences they produc'd. And to fer forth the 
Valour of my Countrymen, I aſſured him, I 
had ſeen a Hundred Enemies blown up at 
once, and beheld the Pieces of dead Bodies 
-fall, to the great Diverſion of the Specta- 
tors. I was going on, but my Maſter com- 
manded my Silence, and ſaid, W hoever un- 
derſtood the Nature of Yahoo's, might be- 
lieve it poſſible for fo vile an Animal to be 


I capable of the Actions I had mentioned; but 


as my Diſcourſe had increaſed his — 
; aa” 
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of them, ſo it gave him a Diſturbance in his 
Mind, to which he was a Stranger before. 
That altho' he hated a Yahoo, yet he no 
more blamed them for their ill Qualities, than 
he did a Gunayh (a Bird of Prey) for its 
Cruelty, or a ſharp Stone for cutting his Hoof, 
But when a rational Creature could be ca- 
pable of ſuch Enormities, he feared that the 
Corruption of that Faculty was worſe than 


- - Brutality it ſelf, He ſeemed confident there- 


fore, that inſtead of Reaſon, we had only 
ſome Quality, adapted to encreaſe our natu- 


ral Vices; as the Reflection from a troubled 3 
Stream returns the Image of an ill ſhaped * 


Body, not only larger, but more diſtorted. 
He added, that he had heard too much up- 
on the Subject of War, and deſired to be in- 
formed, how ſome of our Crew, whom I 

ſaid were ruined by Law, came to be ruined 
by that, which was intended for every Man's 
Preſervation. Therefore he deſired to know 
what | meant by Law, and what fort of Peo- 

ple were Diſpenſers thereof, by whole Practi- 
ces, a Perſon's Property could be loſt, inſtead 
of being preſerv'd. And added, he ſaw no 
Occaſion for this thing call'd Law, ſince all 
the Intentions and Purpoſes of it may be an- 
ſwered, by following the Dictates of Nature 
and Reaſon. I aſſured his Honour, that Law 
was a Science I had not been converſant in, 
any more than by employing Advocates in 
vain, upon ſome Iujuſtices done me, by con- 
verſing 


i 
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= RAtisfortuncs were brought upon us, I could 
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verfing with others, who had loſt their For- 


tunes by the ſame means, and had left their 


Country, under the Mortification of ſuch 
Diſappointments ; however I would give him 
all the Satisfaction I was able, I faid, that 


thoſe who made Profeſſion of this Science, 


were as numerous as Caterpillars ; that they 
were of different Degrees, Diſtinctions, and 
Denominations. The Number of thoſe in 
This Profeffion was ſo great, that the fair 
Income of the Profeſſion was not ſufficient 
for the Maintamance of the Multitudes who 
follow'd it. Hence it was found neceſſary; 
to ſupply that by Artifice and Cunning, which 
could not be obtain'd by juſt and honeſt Me- 


=. thods. To bring which to paſs, many of our 


Youth were bred up in the Art of proving 
by Words, multiply'd for that Purpoſe, that 


dite is Black, and Black IMbite, according 


as they are paid. The Greatneſs of their Af 
furance gain'd upon the Vulgar, of whom 
they made Slaves, and got into their Hands 
the largeſt hare of the Practice of their Pro- 
feffion. That theſe Practitioners were call'd 


Pettifoggers, (that is, Confounders or Deſtroy- 


ers of Right) as my Acquaintance and F 
were convinc'd, by being engag'd only with 
this Species of the Profeſſion. I defired his 


Honour to underftand, that the Ruin I com- 


plained of, and Deſcription I had to give, re- 
ared to thoſe Sectaries only; and how theſe

not better explain, than by giving an Exam- 
ple. My Neighbour, ſaid I, I will ſuppoſe, 
as a Mind to my Cow, and hires one of theſe 
Advocates to prove he ought to have her 
from me. I muſt then have another to de- 
fend my Right; no Man, according to the 
Rules of Law, being allow'd to ſpeak for 
himſelf. Now, in this Caſe, though I am 
the right Owner, I lie under two Diſadvan- 
tages. Firſt my Advocate being uſed to the | 
defending of Falſhood, is quite out of his 
Element, when he would argue for Right. 
The ſecond is, that he muſt proceed with 
Caution; for ſince the Maintenance of fo ma. 
ny depends upon keeping up the Buſineſs, 
ſhould he proceed too ſummarily, he would 
incur the Hatred and Diſpleaſure of his Bre- 
thren, and be eſteem'd a Leſſener of the Pra- 
Clice of the Law. This being the Caſe, I have 
but two Methods to preſerve my Cow. The 
| firſt is, to gain my Adverſary's Advocate over, 
by a double Fee: And the ſecond, for my 
Advocate not to inſiſt on the Juſtice of my 
Cauſe, by allowing the Cow to belong to my 
Adverſary; for it hath been obſerved, that 
under the Management of ſuch Practitioners, 
the wrong Side has the fairer Chance for Suc- 
cels z eſpecially when it happens, as it did 
in mine and my Friend's Cale, and may have 
done ſince, that the Perſon appointed to de- 
cide Controverſies of Property, or Tryals of 
Criminals, who ſhould be choſen fiom ne 
1 mo 
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commendation of a Favourite, or Court-Mi- 
ſtreſs, is taken out of the Sect aforemention'd; 
and beſides, thro' Age and Infirmity, grown 


unactive and unattentive, and thereby incapa- 
ble of . the Duty of hi Office. In 


ſuch Caſes, Deciſions and Determinations may 


with reaſon be expected on the wrong Side; 
ſiuce thoſe, who can take a long Harangue 
and great Noiſe for Reaſoning, are not much 
to be wondered at, if they inter the Weight 
of the Argument from the Heavineſs of the 
+ Pleading. It is a Maxim among thoſe Men, 

thar whatever has been done before, may 
lawfully be done again; and therefore they 

take ſpecial Care, ro record all Deciſions for- 
-. © merly made, even thoſe, which, thro? Igno- 
rance and Corruption, have contradicted the 
common Rules of Juſtice, and Reaſon of 
Mankind. ' Theſe, under the Name of Pre- 
cedents, they produce as Authorities, to juſti- 
ty their incquitable Opinions. In pleading, 
they care not to enter into the Merits of the 


Cauſe, but are loud, violent, and tedious, 


in dwelling upon Circumſtances not to the Pur- 


poſe. For Inſtance, in the Caſe juſt menti- 
oned, they never deſire to know, what Ti- 


tile my Adverſary hath to the Cow, but en- 


uire into the Colour and Length of her Horne, 
and whether ſhe grazed in a ſquare or round 
Field, whether ſhe was milk' d at home, or 
abroad, Oc. after which, they conſult Pre- 
N . cee, 
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cedents, adjourn the Cauſe from time to time, 
and in twenty or thirty Vears it comes to an 
Hue. It is likewiſe to be obſerved, that this 
Society has a particular Jargon, that nobody 
underſtands but themſelves, wherein all their 
Laws are written, which they take care to 
multiply ; by which means, they have almoſt 
eonfounded the very Eſſence of Truth and 
Falſhood, of Right and Wrong; ſo that it 
may take thirty Years to decide, whether 
the Field left me by my Anceſtors, for fix 
Generations, belongs to me or a Stranger. 
In the Tryals of Perſons accuſed of Crimes 
againſt the State, the Method is more ſhore 
and commendable ; for if thoſe in Power take 
care to recommend one of this Clan, his Me- 


thod of Education and Practice makes it ea- 


iy to him to condemn or acquit a Criminal, 
and at the ſame time, ſtrictly preſerve all due 


Forms of Law. Here my Maſter interpo- 


fing, ſaid it was pity that Creatures of ſuch 
prodigious Abilities of Mind, as thoſe Advo- 
cates muſt be, were not employ'd to inſtruct 
others in Wiſdom and Knowledge. In an- 
{wer to which, 1 aſſur'd his Honour, that the 
Buſineſs and Study of their Profeſſion, took 
up all their Thoughts and Time, and that 
therefore, in all Points out of their own 
Trade, many of them were, ſo ſtupid and 
ignorant, that it was hard to pick out of any 
Profeſſion, a Set of Men more deſpicable in 
common Converſation, or greater Enemies 
: | | to

to Knowledge and Learning, being equally . 
diſpoſed to pervert the general Reaſon of 

Mankind, in every Subject of Converſation, 
as in that of their own Calling.

x1 Y Maſter could not underſtand what 
NY incitcd theſe Lawyers to perplex and 
22 weary themſelves, and engage in a 
Confederacy of Injuſtice, only for the ſake of 
injuring their Fellow Creatures; or what I 
meant by their doing it for Hire. This put 
me to a great deal of Pains, to deſcribe the 
Uſe of Money, and Value of Metals: I told 
him, that when a. Taboo had Store of this 
F Subſtance, he was able to purchaſe the no- 
bdleſt Houſes, and moſt delicious Meats, and 
have his Choice of he moſt beautiful Fe- 
males. Therefore, ſince Money alone could 
perform all this, our Tabob's thought they 
could not have enough, either to ſpend or 
ſave, as they found themſelves inclined, from 
their natural Profuſion or Avarice. That the 
Rich reaped the Fruits of the poor Man's 
Labour, the latter of which were a Thaw: 
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ſand to one of the former. That the Bulk 
of our People labour'd hard every Day for 
ſmall Wages, to make a few live plenrifully. 
I enlarged much on theſe Particulars, bur his 
Honour was ſtill to ſeek : For he went upon 
a Suppofition, that all Animals had a Title 
to ſhare of -the Productions of the Earth ; 
and eſpecially thoſe who prefided over the 
reſt. Therefore he deſired to know what 
_ theſe coſtly Meats were. W hereupon I men- 
tion'd various Sorts, and the Method of dreſ- 
ſing them, which could not be done, with- 
out ſending Ships to every Part of the World, 
as well for Liquors to drink, as for Sauces 
and other Conveniences. I aſſured him the 
whole Globe of Earth muſt be three times 
gone round, before one of our better Female 
Yahoo's could get her Breakfaſt, or a Cup to 
put it in. He ſaid, it muſt be a miſerable 
Country indeed, which could not furniſh its 
Inhabitants with Food; and what he moſt 
wondered at, how ſuch vaſt Tracts of Land 
could be without Water, and the People obli- 
ged ta ſend over Sea for Drink, I reply'd, 
that England, (the Place of my Nativity) 
was ,reckoned to produce three times more 


than the Inhabitants can conſume, of all ſorts 


of Neceflaries for Life; but theſe were ſent 
to other Countries, from whence, in Return 
we broughr the Materials of Difeaſes, Folly 
and” Vice, to feed our own Luxury. Hence 


it followed, that vaſt Numbers are compelled 


o I 
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to ſeek their Livelihood by Begging, Rob- 
bing, Cheating, Forſwea ing, Fc. every one 
of which Terms I took much Pains to make 
him underſtand. That Wine w.s not brought 
from other Countries, to ſupply the Want 
of Drinks, but becauſe it made us merry by 
deſtroying our Senſes; it raiſed our Hopes, 
and baniſhed our Fears, and ſuſpended every 
Office of Reaſon for a time, and deprived us 
of the Uſe of our Limbs, till we flept; al- 
though it muſt be confeſſed, t hat we always 
awak d ſick and diſpirited; and that the Uſe 
of this Liquor filled us with Diſeaſes, and 
rendered our Lives uncomfortable and ſhort. 
That beſides, the greateſt Part of our People 
ſupported themſelves by furniſhing Neceſſa - 
ries for the Rich, and for each other. For 
Inſtance, when I am at Home, and drefled;. 
J carry the Workmanſhip of. an Hundred 
Tradeſmen upon my Back, and my Wife 
thefeof five times as many. I was going on 
to tell him, that we had a Sort of People 
among us, who got their Livelihood. by at- 
tending the Sick, and with much Difficulty 
brought him to apprehend what I meant. 
He eaſily conceived, that a Houybnubhnm grew 
weak before he died, or ſometimes broke a 
Limb by Accident; but thought it contradi - 
Rory to the Perfection of Nature, that Pains 
ſhould breed in our Bodies, and defired to 
know the Reaſon of ſo unaccountable an Evil. 


which 


I cold him, we fed upon a Thouſand things 


* 
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or for Expulſion, they conſider, that in all 
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which had contrary Operations; that we eat 
without Hunger, and drink without Thirſt, 
ſit up whole Nights to drink ſtrong Liquors, 

which diſpoſed us to Sloth, and ſpoil'd the 
Conſtitution of our Bodies. That proſtitute 
Female Yahoo's corrupted the Bodies of thoſe 
who fell into their Embraces; that this and 
many other Diſtempers were hereditary to 
us, there being haroly a Limb or Part of the 
Body exempt . Malady or other. To 
remedy which, I told him we had a Sort of 
People who pretend to profeſs curing the 
Sick, and having ſome Knowledge in this 
Faculty, would let him into the whole My- 
ſtery of their Proceedings. The chief Cauſe 


of all Diſeaſes is Replstion, whence they con- 


clude it neceſſary to evacuate the Body, either 
by the natural Paſſages, or upwards by the 


Mouth. In the next Place, they contrive 


nauſeous Compoſitions from the different Spe- 
cies of Minerals, Vegetables, and Parts of 


Animals mix'd together, which the Stomach 
tejects with Loathing, and this they call a 
Vomit; or elſe from the ſame Store-houſe, 


they make ſome poiſonous Addition, and or- 
der us to take it at the upper or lower Ori- 
fice, which relaxing the Bowels, drives all 
down before it, ink this is called a Purge or 
a Glyfter : For Nature, as Phy/icians reaſon, - 
having deſigned the ſuperior anterior Orifice 
for the Intromiſſion of Solids, and the inferi- 


Diſ- 
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Diſeaſes ſhe is out of her Road, and there- 
fore, to bring her into it again, act in a con- 
trary manner, by interchanging the Uſe of 

each Orifice.: Bur beſides real Diſeaſes,” we 

are ſubject to imaginary ones, for which like 

Curesare invented, and with thoſe our Female 

Zabosꝰs are chiefly infeſted. Our Phyſicians are 

ſo well {kill'd in Prognofticks, that when real 

Diſeaſes are very malignant, they generally 

por tend Death, which is always in their 

Power, when Recovery is not. And there- 
fore, upon unexpected Signs of Amendment, 
after they have pronounc'd Sentence, rather 
than be accounted falſe Prophets, they know 
bow to ſkreen their Ignorance, by a ſea- 
ſonable Doſe. They are likewiſe of Ule to 

Huſbands and Wives, to Elder Sons, to” 

great Miniſters of State, and often to Prin- 

ces. I had formerly diſcourſed upon the 

Subject of Government in general, and of our 

own excellent Conſtitution in particular; but 

having here accidentally mentioned a Miniſter 
of State, he deſired to know what Species of 
Taboo it was that went by that Name. IL. 
told him that our She Governor or Queen 
having no\Ambition to extend her Power to 
the Injury of her Neighbours, or Prejudice 
of her Subjects, needed not a corrupt Miniſtry 
to carry on or conceal any ſiniſter Defigns, 
making the Laws of her Country the Rule 
of her Actions, and ſubjected the Behayrour | 
of thoſe ſhe entruſted with the Adminiltra- | 
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tion of her Affairs, to the Cenſure and Exa- 
mination of her Great Council: But I added, 
when Princes grew indolent and careleſs of 
their Affairs, they made Uſe of ſuch an Ad- 
miniſtrator as | mentioned, under the Title of 
Chief Miniſter of State, the Deſcription of 
whom may be allow'd to be as follows. That 
he is a Perſon exempt; from Joy or Grief, 
Love or Hatred, Pity or Anger, or ar leaft 
makes uſe of no Paſſion, but the Deſire of 
Riches and Honour; he applies his Words to 
all Uſes, but the declaring his own Mind. 
He never tells a Truth, but with an Intent 
that you ſhould think it a Lie, and fo, 
wvice verſa, he ſpeaks worſt of his Friends, 
and flatters his Enemies; and the worſt Mark 
of Friendſhip you can receive from him is a 
Promiſe, eſpecially when it is confirmed with 
an Oath; after which every wife Man retires, 
and abandons all Hopes, There are three Me- 
thods of attaining this Honour; The firſt is, 
by knowing prudently how to diſpoſe of a 
Wife, Daughter, or Siſter ; the next, by un- 
dermining a Predecefſor, and the laſt by a 
furious Leal in publick Aſſemblies againſt the 
Corruptions of the Court. That theſe Mi- 
niſters having the ſole Diſpaſal of Employ- 
ments, preſerve a Power of bribing the Ma- 
jarity of the Senate and Council; and at laſt, 
by an Act of Indemnity, live ſecure upon the 
Spoils of the Publick. The Palace of a Chief 
Miniſter is a Seminary for others 1 — 4

Trade. The Servants become Miniſters of 
State, by imitating their Maſters, and practi- 
ſing their Arts, and accordingly have a /ub+ 

altern Court paid to them by Perſons of Di- 
ſtinction; and ſometimes by Force of Dexte- 

rity and Impudence, by Degrees become their 
Maſters Succeſſors. He is commonly ground- 

ed by a Favourite Wench, or Footman, who 

are the Channels thro' which all Favours are 
convey d. My Maſter hearing me mention 

the Nobility of my Couniry, was pleaſed to 
compliment me, by faying, he was ſure I 

was born of ſome noble Family, by my diffe- 

rent Shape and Cleanlineſs from ali the 72hoo's 

of his Nation, and the Faculties of Speech 

and Reaſon, which I had to that Degree, 

that | paſted for a Prodigy among his Ac- 
quaintance He made mc obſerve, that among 

: the Houyhnhums, the M bite, the Sorrel, and 
the /ron-Grey, were not ſo well ſhaped as 
the Bay, the Dapple-Grey, and the Black, 
nor born with cqual Talents of Mind; and 
therefore continued as. Servants, and never 
match'd our of their own Race. I thank'd 
his Honour for the good Opinion he con-

| who were juſt able to afford me a tolerable 
Education; and that Nobility differed from 
the Idea he had of it. That our young No- 
_ bility were bred p_ Luxury and Eaſe, who, 
as ſoon as their Years would permit, ruined. 
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married ſome diſagreeable Perſon for ſake of 


her Money. That a weak Body, and lean 


Counten ice were no uncommon Marks of 


a Great Man; and 3 healthy, robuſt Mind 
was ſo tar from being commendable in a Man 
of Quality, that the World was apt to think 
hi rear Father of an inferior Family, eſpe- 


cially when the Imperfections of his Mind

their Virtues : But Fortune hindered my en- 
joying ſo great a Felicity. However I hare 
the Comfort to reflect, that I extenuated the 


Fault of my Country-men, as much as 1durſt, 


For who will 
not be {way'd by ſome Partiality to the Place 
of his Birth? When I had anſwered all his 
Queſtions, and his Curioſity ſeemed ſatified, 
be ſent for me one Morning, and command-

which was theretore a Character we could

Particulars, and often ſaid the thing which was 
ut. And what confirm'd him mot in this 
Opinion, was my Reſemblance of the Yahoo's 
in every Feature; and that by my Account 


of our Manners. and Actions, he found no 
Difference in the Diſpoſition of our Minds. 


He ſaid, the Yaboo?s were known to hate one 
another more than they did any other Ani- 


mals; and this they attributed to the Odiouſ- 


neſs of their own Shapes, which every one 
could ſee in others, but not in himſelf. He 
had therefore begun to think it commenda- 


ble in us to cover our Bodies, to conceal our 


Deformities from each other. But he now 
found himſelf miſtaken in the Cauſe of the 
Quarrels among thoſe Brutes, and thoughr 


them to proceed from the ſame as ours. For 
if (faid he) among bys Yahoo's, you throw 


Food ſufficient for Fifty, they will fight among 


themſelves, each willing to have it a// to hin 
ell; and therefore when they feed abroad, a 
Servant is uſually employ'd to ſtand by while

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they cat. If a Cow happened to die, before 
a Houybnhum could ſecure it for his own 
Taboo, thoſe in the Neighbourhood would 
come in Droves to ſeize it; upon which a 
terrible Battle would enſue, tho? they ſeldom 
killed one another, for want of ſuch Inſtru- 
; ments of Death as I had deſcribed; and if 
they find their Cauſe miſcarry, they return 
home, arid quarrel among themſelves. That 
in ſome Fields, there are certain ſhining Stones 
of different Colours, which the Tahoo's are 
EF fo fond of, that they dig them out of the 
- Earth, and hide them by Heaps in their Ken- 
nmels, and he never could diſcover the Reaton 
I f their extravagant Fancy for theſe Stones, 
but now he believed it might proceed from 
the ſame Principle of Avarice I had aſcribed 
to Mankind. And that in thoſe Fields which 
abound with ſuch Stones, the moſt frequent 
Battles are fought, occaſioned by the perpe- 
tual Inroads of the neighbouring 22/0 6. He 
ſaid, it was frequent, when two Zaboo's diſ- 
coyered ſuch a Stone, and were contending 
for it, that a third would come and carry it 
away; Which he would needs have reſembled 
cur Suits at Law; in which, for our Cre- 
dit, I would not undeceive him, that Deci- 
ſion being much more equitable than many of 
dur Decrees; becauſe the Plaintiff and De- 
fendant there loſt nothing but the Stone they 
contended for; whereas our Courts of Equity 
E . would Have kept on rhe Cauſe, while "_— 
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had any thing lefr. My Maſter continued his 
Diſcourſe, and ſaid that nothing rendered the 
Taboo's more odious, than the voracious Ap- 
petite of theſe Animals, for every thing that | 
came in their way; and it was peculiar to 
T Temper, to be fond of what Food they 
ot by Stealth at a Diſtance, alrho' they had 
better provided for them at home. The Zaboo's 
are the only Animals in this Country ſubject 
to Diſeaſes, which are not contracted by any 
ill Treatment they meet with, but by the 
Naſtineſs and Greedineſs of that ſordid Brute. 
He went on with ſo many malicious Inſinua- 
tions and Compariſons of this kind, that I 
am aſhamed to repeat, and ar laſt allowed, |

Altho* 


they are very nimble from their Infancy, I 


once caught a Cub ot three Years old, bur 


Y it ſquauled and bir to that Degree, that a 


whole Herd of old ones approached at the 


Noiſe; upon which I let it go. I obſerved, 
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I that it ſmelt very rank and difagreeable, and 


ſo bedaubed me with Filth, that I durſt not 
venture into my Maſter's Preſence, till I was 


ſufficiently aired. By what I could diſcover 
of theſe Animals, they ſeemed the moſt in- 


docile Creature I had ever met with, which, 
in my Opinion, proceeds from their obſtinate 


Diſpoſition- They are cunning and maliei- 
cCious, ſtrong and hardy, but of a cowardly 


Spirit. It is obſerved, that the red haired of 
both Sexes are moſt libidinous, and exceed

Having been three 
Yeats in this Country, the Reader will expect 
I ſhould give him an Account of the Man- 
ners and Cuſtoms of the Inhabitants, As the 
Houyhnhams are naturally endowed-with vir- * 
tuous Diſpoſitions and Reaſon, this they cul- 1 
tivate, and are wholly governed by. Neither 
does Reaſon there require any Solution, as 
among us, but ſtrikes with Conviction at 
once, as it always muſt, when uncompounded 
with Paſſion or Intereſt. Controverſies are 
unknown among the Houyhnhums ; and I re-

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remember, it was with extreme Difficulty, 


| that I made my Matter underſtand the Mean- 


ing of the Word (Opinion) becauſe he ſaid, 
Reafon taught us to affirm or deny only what 
we were certain of. In like manner, when l 
explained our Syſtems of Natural Philoſophy, 
he laugh'd to find rational Creatures value 
themſelves upon a Knowledge, which, it 
certain, could-.be of no Ute; wherein he 
agreed with the Sentiments of Socrates. And 
I have often fince reflected what Havock ſuch 


à Doctrine would make in the European Li- 


'braries, and what Paths to Fame would be 


mut up by it in the learned World. Friend- 
Mip and Benevolence are the two principal 


We of the Zouybnhnms, which extend to 
all Strangers as well as Neighbours. They 


obſerve Decency without Ceremony. They 


have no greater Fondneſs for their own Colts, 


than thoſe of their N eighbours; but the Care 


taken in their Education proceeds from the

| teaches them to love the whole Species, and

When the Matron Houyhnbnms have had one 
- of eachScx, they leave the Company of their 
Conſorts. This Caution is neceſſary, to pre- 
vent the Country from being too numerous. 
But the inferior Race are allowed to produce 


three of each Sex, to ſerve as Domeſticks to 


ſtrict. 
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ſtrict Care to preſerve the Beauty and Come 
lineſs of the Breed from degenerating, by 
chuſing ſuch Colours as will not make a diſ- 
aprecable Mixture. They have no Terms to 
expreſs Love, Preſents, or. Jointure, but are 
Joined by.the mutual Conſent of their Parents 
and Friends. This they reckon as one of the 
neceſſary Actions of a rational Beings And 
the married Pair paſs their Lives in mutnal 
Eriendſhip and Benevolence, which they bear 
to all others of the Species, without Jea- 
louly or Diſcontent. The Method of educa- 
ting their Youth is admirable. They are nor 
foffered to eat Oats, unleſs upon certain Days, 
till they are Eighteen Vears old, or Milk bur 
rarely; they graze two Hours Morning and 
Evening with their Parents, and the Seryancs. 
but an Hour, having their Graſs brought+ _ 
home to eat at their leiſure Time. Tempe-. 
rance, Induſtry, Exerciſe, and Cleanlineſs, are 
equally enjoin'd them; and my Maſter thought 
it abſurd in us to give the two Sexes different 
Education, whereby one Half of our Natives 
were good for nothing but bringing Children 
into the World. But the Houybnbnms train 
up their Youth in Exerciſe, by running Ra- 
ces up and down ſteep Hills, and hard ſtonx 
Grounds. Four times a Year, the Youth 
meet to ſhew their Proficiency in Running 
and Leaping. On this Feſtival, a Herd of 
Tahoo's are driven into the Field, laden with 
Proviſions for the Houybubums, but are un- 
N e > loaded?

He agreed in the Tradition which 
that Honourable Member mentioned who ſpoke 
before, and affirmed, that the two: TA | 


firſt ſeen were driven over - ſea, and belng for- 
ſaken by their Companions, retired to the 
Mountains, and have ſince degenerated from 
their original Species. The Reaſon of his 
Aſſertion was founded upon his having a won- 
dierful Taboo, which moſt of them had heard 
of, and many of them had ſeen. He then 
related how he found me, and deſcribed my 
Covering, with what Particulars I diſcover'd 
to him of my ſelf, and Cuſtoms of my own 
Country; and that, among the reſt, I men- 
"tioned a Cuſtom of Caſtrating the Houyhnhnms 
when they were young; that it was eaſily 
performed, and he thought it no Shame to 
learn Wiſdom from Brutes. That, in the 
mean time, the Breed of Aſſes ſhould be cul- 
"tivated, which are more comely, and fir for 
Service ſeven Years younger. This was all 
be thought proper to tell me, and concealed 
one Particular, the unhappy Effect of which 
was the Cauſe of my ſucceeding Misfortunes. 
The Houyhnhnms have no Letters, and con- 
ſegquently their Knowledge is all Traditional, 
Which, from the Paucity of Events, and 
prudent Government of the People, is caſily 
_ Preſerved, without being a Burthen to the 
Memory. I have before ſaid, that they were 
ſubject to no Diſeaſe. They are, however, 
provided with excellent Compoſitions for the 
E Cure of accidental Hurts in any Part of the 
_Bbdy. They calculate Time by the Revo- 
lution of the two Luminanes, and the Know- 
3 n r 
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ledge of their Eclipſes is the utmoſt Progreſs 
in Aſtronomy. In Poetry they mult be al- 
lowed to excel all other Mortals, in Juſtneſs*- 
of Similies, and Beauty in Deſcriptions. The 
Topicks are generally Friendſhip and Bene- 
volence, or the Praiſes of Victors in Races, 
and other bodily Exerciſes. Their Buildings, 
tho' rough and ſimple, are contrived to keep 
them from the Injuries of the Weather, They 
are made of a fort of Tree which grows 
{harp pointed, and falls at the End of Forty 
Years by the leaſt Storm. Theſe they ſtick ' 
into the Ground about ten Inches aſunder, 
and weave Wattles and Oat Straw between. 
The Roof and Doors are made after the ſame + 
manner. The Houyhnbums uſe the Hollow 
of their Fore · feet between the Paſtern and 
the Hoof, with that Dexterity, as to be abe 
to thread a Needle. This I ſaw a white Mare 
of our Family do with a Needle and Thread 
1 lent her on Purpoſe. They milk their own 
Cows, and make their own Tools out of a 
kind of Flint Stones, with which they cut 
their Corn, and do every other Part of Huſ- 
bandry neceſſary in that Country, The Yahoo's 
draw home the Sheafs upon Carriages, and 
the Servants trample out the Grain, which 
they afterwards dry in the Sun, The Natives 
of this Country, if they can avoid Caſualties, ' } 
die only of old Age, and are buried in the 
obſcureſt Places, without any Grief of their 
Relations at their Departure, nor doth the 
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dying Perſon diſcover the leaſt Regret at his 
leaving the World. My Maſter once invited 
a Friend and his Family to his Houſe, and on 
the Day fixed, the Miſtreſs and her Children 
coming late, ſhe excuſed her ſelf, and ſaid, 
that her Huſband happened to ſnuwnh, (that 
ſignifies to retire to his firſt Mother) that Mor- 
ning, and it was a long time before her Ser- 
voants could find a convenient Place to bury 
him, and behaved her ſelf at our Houſe as 
| chearfully as the reſt. They generally live 
to be Seventy, or Seventy' Five at moſt, and 
| perceive a gradual Decay ſeveral Weeks be- 
fore they die, during which Time, they are 
viſited by their Friends, and about ten Days 
before Death, they return the Viſits to the 
neareſt in the Neighbourhood, in a Sledge 
drawn by Yahoo's, and take a ſolemn Leave 
of thetr Neighbours with their uſual Eaſe 
and Satisfaction. It may be worth obſerving, 
that the Houphnbums baveno Word to expreſs 
an thing evil but what comes from the ill Qua- 
E limes of the Taboo; and they denote every 
Fault of a Child, or Omiſſton of a Servant, by 
adding the Epithet Taboo. For Inſtance, bbum 
Ta hoo Whnaholm Tahoo Tulhnmndwihlma I abo; 
and an ill contrived Houle, Iaholmbumrohlna 
Taboo. I could enlarge farther upon the Man- 
ners and Virtue of this People, but ſhall refer 
the Reader to a Volume I ſhall publiſh on that 
Subject, and proceed to relate my ſad Cata-

foes 2 Had ſettled my litile Economy to my 
1 FS Heart's Content, having a Room a- 
| BESY bout fix Yards from the Houſe, which 
I had plaiſter'd with Clay and Mud, ro my 
own Fancy. I had beaten Hemp, which 
there grows wild, and made a ſort of Tick- 
ing, which I ſtuffed with Feathers of what 
Birds I had taken, and made myſelf Chairs by 
the Aſſiſtance of the Sorrel Nagg. And when 
my Cloaths were decay'd, Iſupply'd them 
with the Skins of Rabbets, and thoſe of a 
fmall Animal call'd Nauhnob which is very 
foft. I ſoal'd my Shoes with Wood, and 
- when it was worn out, ſupply'd it with the 
Skins of Yahoo's dried in the Sun, I often 
got Honey out of hollow Trees, which T 
mix'd with Water, and cat with my Bread.

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ration for their Virtues. At firſt; I did not 
feel that natural Awe which other Animals 
bore to them, which increaſcd ſo at laſt, that 

| was pleaſed they would diſtinguiſn me from 
- the reſt of my Species. When I thought * 
of my Countrymen, I conſidered them as Ta- 

_ - boo's indued with Speech, but making no 
other Uſe of Reaſon, than to multiply and 
improve their Vices. If I chanced to ſee my- 
ſelt in a Lake or Fountain, I ſtarted back, : 

with Horror and Deteſtation of my ſelf, and 

could ſooner bear the Sight of a common Ta- 

Hobo. I was ſo delighted with the Zouybnhums, 7% 
that I began to imitate their Gait, and have 

ſo long uled ir, that my Friends tell me 7 

trot like a Horſe, which | take for a great 
- Compliment, and ſhall not diſown, that, in 

Speaking, I am apt to fall into their Voice 
and Manner, and hear myſelf ridiculed with 3 
out the leaſt Mortification. In the midit of 

this Happineſs, when I thought myſelf ſet⸗ 
led for Life, my Maſter ſent for me one 

/ Morning, and obſerving ſome Perplexity in 
his Countenance, after a ſhort Silence, he 
told me, that in the laſt general Aſſembly, it 
was taken as an Offence that he ſhould keep 
a aboo (meaning myſelf ) in his Family more 
like a Houyhnbum than a Brute, and fuffer } 
him to converſe with him; that it was un⸗ 

- reaſonable, and what was never heard of be- 
fore. That they did therefore exhort him 
to employ me like the reſt, or command me 
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to ſwim back from whence 1 came. That the 
" firſt Propoſal was rejected, becauſe, as I had 
ſome Rudiments of Reafon, I might be able 


to ſeduce thoſe Animals into the Mountains, 
and bring them in Troops by Night, to de- 


ſtroy the Cattle. He added, that he was dai- 
ly preſſed to put this Exhortation in Execu- 


tion, and could defer it no longer; and there- 
fore wiſhed I would think of ſome Contri- 


vance which would carry me Over-ſea. He 


concluded, by ſaying, he would have kept 
me as long as I had lived, becauſe I had cured 


myſelf of ſeveral bad Diſpoſitions fince I had 
deen among the Zouybhnbzms. I ſhould here 
obſerve to the Reader, that a Decree of the 


General Aſſembly is call'd Hubloayn, fignify-

portable Grief, that I fainted ar. his Feet, 


F which made him conclude I was dead. When 


I recovered myſelf, Fanſwered in afaint Voice, 
that Death would have been too great ak Hap- 
pineſs. That altho' 1 could not blame the 
Aſſembly's Exhortation, yet I thought it might 
have been leſs rigorous, That I could not 


1 ſwim far, and many Materials would be want- 5 


ing to make me a Veſſel, and therefore con- 
cluded myſelf devoted to Deſtruction. That 
the Proſpect of Death was the leaſt Evil; for 


mould 
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ſhould I, by.-ſome extraordinary Fortune, fave 
my Lite, how could I think of living among 
Yahoo's, and relapſe into former Corruprions, 
for want of Examples of Virtue. Thar 1 
knew the Aſſembly would not be prevail'd 
upon by my weak Reaſons, ' and therefore, 
after returning my humble Thanks for the 
Offer of his Servants to affiſt me, in makings 
a Veſſel, and deſiring a reaſonable Time, 1 cold 
him 1 would endeavour to preſerve mſelf; and 
that if ever I ſaw my Native Country, I 
would be of uſe to my own Species, in pro- 
poling the Virtues of the Houyhahnms, as a 


Pattern to Mankind. He anlwered me very 


graciouſly, and allow'd me two Months ro 
finiſh my Boar, which I afterward compaed 
in Six- Weeks, by the Aſſiſtance of the Sore - 
rel Nagg. In his Company, L went firit to 
the Shore, where my rebelitougCrew had left 
me, whence looking on every Side into che 


Sea, I deſcry'dan Iſland with my Pocket-glaſs, ö 


toward the Eaſt, which | computed to be 
about five Leagues off, which Place I reſolv'd 
| ſhould be the firit of my Baniſhmenr, let the 
_ Conſequence be as it would. We finiſhed 
a ſort of Iudian Canoo, and covered it over 
with Tahoo's Skins ſtitch'd together with 
Thread of my own making. The Sails were 
of the Skins of the youngeſt of thole Ani Þ} 

mals, and | was provided likewiſe with four 
Paddles, and laid in Stock of boyl'd Rabbets, 
and Fowls, with two Veſſels, one fill'd 5 I 
- ET I | IK. 
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Milk, and the other with Water. I tried 
my Canoo in a large Pond near my Maſter's 
Houſe, and made it ſtaunch. It was after- 
wards. drawn to the Sea-ſide on a Carriage, 
by Taboo, under the Conduct of the Sor- 
rel Nagg and another Servant. When the 
Day appointed for my Departure was come, 
I took leave of my Maſter and his Family, 
with the greateſt Grief imaginable. But his 
Honour having the Curiofity to ſee me in my 
Canoo, got ſome Friends to accompany him. 
I waited above an Hour for the Tide, and 
then obſerving the Wind bearing towards the 
Tfand, to which I intended to ſteer my Courſe, 
I took a ſecond Leave of my Maſter, and paid 
my Reſpects to the reſt of the Houyhnhums; 
then getting into my Canoo, I. puſhed off

21] Began this deſperate Voyage on the 
Sl 15th of February 1714-15, and the 
Wind being favourable, Fſet up my 
ſmall Sail, by the help of which, and- the 
Tide, 1 went at the Nate of a League and 
half an Hour. My Maſter and his Compa- 
ny continued on the Shore, till l was almoſt . 
out of Sight, and often heard my Friend 
the ſorre] Nagg crying out in his own Lan- 
uage, Take care of thy ſelf, gentle Yahoo. 
| Fhe terrible Idea I conceived of returning 
home, to live under the Government of Ta- 
Hoo's, made me reſolve to land on the firſt un- 
inhabited Iſland E could diſcover, and there 
ſeek Neceſſaries of Life, conſidering that in 
this Solitude, I could reflect on the Virtues 
of the Houyhnbums, without the Danger of 
falling into the Corruptions of my own Spe- 
cies. Fhe Reader may remember, that when 1 
was ſet on Shore by myrebellious Crew, they 
Olemnly ſwore they knew not in what. PR 
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of the World we were; however, from 
what Lover- heard among them, I believed we 
were about ten Degrees ſouthward of the 
Cape of Good Hope; and altho' this was little 
more than Conjecture, I reſolved to ſteer my 
Courie Eaſt ward, the Wind being full Weſt. 
By Six in the Evening, I had gone about Eight- 
cen Leagues Eaſtward, when 1 ſpied a ſmall 
Iſland, which I ſoon reach'd, and diſcover- 
ed it to be only a Rock with one Creek. I 
put in my Canoo, and climbing up a part 
of the Rock, could diſcover Land extending 
from South to North. I lay all Night in my 
Canoo, and continued my Voyage next 
Morning, till I came to the South-Eaſt Point 
of Neu Holland. I ſaw no Inhabitants where 
I landed, and being unarmed, was afraid to 
venture far into the Country. Here I con- 
tinued three Days, living upon Shell - fiſn to 
ſave my Provifions, and fortunately met with 
good Water. On the fourth Day, ventur- 
ing a little too far, I ſw ſeveral of the Na- 
tives, Men, Women, and Children, ſtark 
naked round a Fire. One of them ſpy'd me, 
and gave Notice to the reſt ; five of them 
_ advancing toward me, I hafted to my Ca- 
| noo, and ſhoved off, but before I could get 
far enough, one of them let flye an Arrow | 
| which wounded me on the Jafide my left Knee, 
which I dreſſed as well as I could, when 1 
had paddled our of their Reach. The Wind 
being againſt me, I was at a loſs what to _ 
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for I durſt not venture to the ſame landin 
Place, As I was looking about, I ſaw a Sai 
to the North North Eaſt, and was in doubt, 
whether I ſhould wait for them or no; but 
my Deteſtation of the Yahoo Race prevailing, 
I turn'd my Canoo, and got into the Creek, 
from whence [ſer out that Morning, and hid 
myſelf behind a Stone near a Brook. The 
Ship came within half a League of the Creek, 
and ſent out her Long- boat to take in freſh 
Water. The Seamen found my Canoo, and 
looking abour for the Owner, at laſt found 
me lying on my Face behind the Stone. 
They gazed a while witheAdmiration at the 
Oddneſs of my Habit; at length one of the 
Seamen, in Portugueze, bid me to riſe, and 
aſk'd who I was. I underſtood him, and ri- 
ſing up, ſaid, I was a poor Taboo baniſned 
from the Houjhubums, and deſired they would 
give me my Liberty. They admired at 
my anlwering in thefr own Language, but 
wondered what I mega by Tahoo's and 
Houybubnmse, and laugtRd to hear me ſpeak. 
in a Tone like the Neighing of a Horſe. I 
trembled with Fear and H red, and offer'd 
to get to my Canoo, but They laid hold 
of me, and aſked what Countryman I Was. 

I told them I was an Engliſoman, and a poor 
Taboo, ſeeking ſome Place to paſs the Remain- 
der of his unfortunate Life. When they be- 
gan to talk, I thought nothing appeared 
more unnatural, and the honelt Portuguene 
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were equally amazed at my Minner of utter- 
ing my Words. They ſpoke with much Hu- 
manity, and ſaid they would ſend two of the 
Crew back to the Ship, to receive the Cap- 
tain's Orders; and unleſs I gave them my 
Oath not to flye, would ſecure me by Force. 
I comply'd, and in two Hours the Boat re- 
turn'd with the Captain's Orders to bring me 
on board, I begg'd tor my Liberty, but in 
vainz and the Men having. tied me with 
Cords, carried me on board the Ship into the 
Captain's Cabbin, The Captain, whoſe Name 
was Pedro de Mendez, uſed me very courte- 
E ouſly, and offered me his Proviſions, and 
what the Shipafforded, in Terms ſo obliging, 
that I wondered to find ſo much Civility from 
a Taboo. However, I remained ſilent and ſul- 
len, and was ready to faint at the Smell of 
the Men. At laſt, I deſired ſomething to 
eat out of my own Canoo; bur he ordered 
me a Chicken and a Bottle of Wine, and 
then to be put to Bed in a clean Cabbin. I 
would not undreſs my ſelf, but lay down on 
the Bed-Cloaths, and getting up when 1 
thought tbe Crew was at Dinner, I reſolved 
to leap into the Sea, and ſwim for my Life, 
ſooner than live among Yahoo's, but was pre- 
vented by one of the Men, and afterwards 
cChained to my Cabbin. The Captain came 
to me, and defired to know the Reaſon of ſo 
E CQeſperare an Attempr, aſſuring me he was 
E ready to do me all the Service in his Power. 
WOES: EE So ont © 
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I gave him a ſhort Account of my Voyage, 
and my Three Years Reſidence among the 
Houphubnms: All which be looked upon as 
a Dream, at which I took great Offence, and 
aſked him, if it was the Cuſtom in his Coun» 
try, to /ay the thing which was not? and aſſured 


him I had almoſt forgot what Falſhood meant, 


and was indifferent whether he believed me, 


or no, But however, in Return for his Fa- 


vours, I would give ſo much Allowance to 


the Corruption of his Nature, as to anſwer 


any Objection he would make. The Cap- 
tain, who endeavoured to catch me in ſome 
Part of my Story, at laſt began to alter his 
Opinion; and the rather, becauſe he had been 


informed hy a Dutch Skipper, who had been 7 | 
aſhore upon a Continent South of New Hol- 


land, that he had obſerved a Horſe driving 
betore him ſeveral Animals reſembling thoſe 
J had deſcribed; and added, that fince I pro- 
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{c{s'd fo inviolable an Attachment to Truth, 


1 muſt give him my Word and Honour, not 


to attempt any thing againſt my own Liſe, 


or elſe he would continue me a Priſoner till 


we came to Liſbon. I gave him my Promiſe, 
proteſting at the ſame time, that I would 


- undergo the greateſt Hardſhips, rather than 
return to live among Yahoo's, We had a 
_ profperous Voyage, during which, in Grati- 


rude to the Captain. I concealed, as well as 


could, my Antipathy to human Kind, and 


2 paſſed the greateſt Part of my Time in my. 
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Cabhin, to avoid ſeeing the Crew. He of- 
ten emreated me, to throw off my Savage 
Die, and woulll have lent me the belt Suit 
o A.ivaths he bud; bur Tabhorred to cover 
myſeit „hat has been upon the Back 
of a Tabs mon defired him to lend me 
two cican , and theſe I took care to 
waſh my{clt. cn they were dirty. We ar- 
rived at Liſbon, N. F 1717. At our land- 
ing, the Captain ſoiccit me to cer myſelf 
with his Cloak, to avoid the Importunities 
of the Rabble, and convey'd me to his own 
Houſe, and, at my Requeit, led me to the 
higheſt Room back wards. I conjured him to 
conceal the Story I had related, leſt I ſhould. Fir 
be in Danger of [mpriſonment, or burnt by Fu 
the Inguiſition. The Captain perſwaded me II 
at length to accept of a new Suit of Cloaths, Im 
and other Neceſſaries, which I aired for twen- In 
ty four Hours, be fore I would uſe them. The d 
Captain's Family conſiſted only of himſelf, and te 
three Servants, who were ſuffered to wait at 11 
Table, and his whole Deportment was ſo y. 
obliging, that I really began to tolerate his Ib 
Company. He gain'd ſo tar upon me, firſt I xj 
by looking at the Window, then at the Door, II 
that my Terror gradually decreaſed, and at I 
laſt l was bold enough to accompany him in- 
to the Street, having my Noſe well ſtopp'd 
with Rue or Tobacco. In ten Days, Don 
Pedro, whom 1 had acquainted with my Af. 
fairs, put it upon a Matter of Hog, and 
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was an Engliſh Ship in the Port ready to fail: 


And added, it was impoſſible to find ſuch an 


Hand as! deſired to lire in: Bur I might paſs 
my Time as I pleaſed at my own Houſe. I 


comply'd, and left Liſbon the 24th of Novem- 


ber. Don Pedro accompanied me to the Ship,
